MYSTERIOUS, SUSPICIOUS STRANGERS, 


John Devoy Makes a Discovery and Puts 
the Police on Their Guard, 


During the noon recess John Devoy sought 
Capt. Scbuettier. 

“Capt. Schuettler,” he said, ‘ place two of- 
ficers this afternoon in front of the second 
window from the northeast corner of the 
room and instruct them to keep their eyes 
on the firstt hree men who take the corner 
seat between the windows. There is no 
danger of the men! have in mind not getting 
there first, as that is their business. Then 
place another officer benind the post back of 
me. And instruct two more to keep strangers 
Outside the space occupied by the attorneys.”’ 

Capt. Schuettler quesuoned Mr, Devoy 
closely as to his reason for these requests, 
was satisfied, and located the officers in citi- 
zens’ clothing in accordance with the New 
York Irishman’s instructions. 

It was a puzzle at first to those who knew 
-the officers to understand why tney should 
occupy the positions they did. Soon, how- 
ever, it became evident that they were 
watching certain groups of Irishmen. The 
Irishmen were unknown to all presdnt. The 
three who had come in after the noon recess 
and taken the seatsin the corner indicated 
by Mr. Devoy were a bearded, hardiooking 


‘individual of middle age, a smooth-faced 


youth of 22 or 23,with the glowing eyes of an 
enthusiast, and an apparently fresh importa- 
tion from the old country with sandy mus- 
tache and hair and ared face. In the rear 
of the post behind Mr. Devoy sat one who 
was evidently posted as to several persons 
who entered the court-room shortly after the 
recess. The order to exclude strangers from 
the attorneys’ space had been effective. 

As Mr. Devoy entered the maa behind 
the post made a.sign to tne three men in the 
corner. On Dr. Guerin’s entrance he did the 
same, merely varying the sign. He made a 
third and different’sigu when P. W. Dunhe 
came. 

“That man went through the same pro- 
gram this moraing,’”’ said Mr. Devov, when 
questioned by a TRIBUNE reporter abuut the 
matter. “Only this morning he had twoor 
three confederutes seated among. the re- 
porters in the space devoted to the attorneys. 
They are strangers to me. But I have 
reason to believe tney are anti-Cronin 
Clan-na-Gaels, and that they are here for no 
righteous purpose. Signs have been inter- 
changed between them only on the entrance 
of strong and active Croninites.. Noticing 
their maneuvers this morning I called Capt. 
Schuettier’s attention to them at *the noon 
reeess and advised him to station officers 
near them. He has done so, butlam not 
satisfied. I think all strangers should be ex- 
cluded from the court-room until after the 
verdict has beep read and put on record. 

“ Why, what do you fear?” 

“Remember in what I now say, that I un- 
derstand the feeling among the anti-Cronin 
and know 
what a verdict of death for the prisoners 
mreeans to them. I think these men have 


been sent to Chicago and have 
been in the court-room today for 
the purpose of throwing a _  .bomb 


among the jury in case of an adverse verdict 
or creating a terrorizing panic by killing 
some prominent Cronin Irishman like Dr. 
Guerin or P. W. Dunne. [can see that their 
lookout has been watching for Mr. Hynes 
and Mr. Miils, and that they have all been 
disappointed at not receiving a signal to de- 
note their entrance.”’ 

‘* Do you fear for your own life?” 

“JT do not fear, but 1 carry it in my hand.” 

“You say these men are strangers. Do 
they come from New York?” 

-‘T do not recognize them as New- Yorkers. 
lam positive they do not live in Chicago.” 

“Where, then?” 

“Three of them may be from Philadel- 
phia, the others from the vicinity of Han- 
cock, Mich. “ButIdon’t know. I-am ata 
loss te locate them.”’ 

Capt. Schuettier several times scrutinized 
the suspected men. : 

** Their actions have certainly been queer,”’ 
he said. “I have given Mr. Devoy the men 
he asked for to watch them. ButlI know no 
more about them than he has told me.”’ 


TARE COURT-KROOM AFTER DARK. 


Friends of the Suspects Throng the Scene of 
the Trial. . 

When Sheriff Matson announced from 
Judge McConnell’s desk at 11 o’ciock last 
night that there would be no verdict, at least 
till morning, the scene In court was one that 
was ominous with grave forebodings of mis- 
chief. By astrange mischance a bailiff who 
had never previously been in charge of the 
door was nacied with the admission of 
visitors to the night session. The regular 
policemen in attendance on the Dearborn 
avenue: steps, Officers Kieet and Robinson, 
who have grown accustomed to the-reporters 
and others having business in court, were 


likewise off duty, their places _ be- 
ing taken by two officers ef the 
night watch. Around the doors of the 


groggeries facing the Dearborn avenue en- 
trance acrowd of the Market street gang 
had been stationed the livelong day. Drinks 
were plentiful, and with the deepéning twi- 
light the horde of toughs increased in pro- 
portion as their sobriety decreased, a 

At 10 o’clock, when the possibility of a ver- 
dict had been announced at the previous ad- 
journment of court, the crowa af toughs 
gradually scattered, only to congregate again 
around the doors of the Crimigal Court 
Building. The consequence was that wijhin 
five minutes after the doors were opesed 
nearly every point of advantage in 
court nad been occupied by the plug- 
ugiies from across the street. At the 
corner where the grated passageway leads 
to the jail, a prominent Clan-na-Gael witness 
took up his station, while on the benches at 
his elbow a sprinkling of kindred gentry oc- 
cupied every end seat. Here and there 
among the chairs usuaily reserved for the 
lawyers others of the fraternity were con- 
spicuous, while two of tnem invaded the jury 
box and occupied chains almost at the elbow 
of Capt. Schuettier. In the northeast corner 


‘of the room, however, the gang were ina 


solid bunch, and from the actions of oue man 
who has figured in the case it was evident 
that the group of Cronin sympathizers who 
occupied chairs directly under Clerk 
iee’s desk were the objects of marked atten- 
tion. 

Detective Ben Williams, who has had 
charge of the distribution of officers in plain 
clothes throughout the audience, was not 
slow to perceive the dangerous element 
which comprised the majority of the audi- 
ence. Heimmediately gave instraction to 
the dozen men at his command to occupy seats 
where danger seemed to lurk, and a quiet

the jury-room. 

THE SHERIFF MAKES AN ANNOUNCEMENT. 

About 11 o’clock the grating sound of the 
iron door being opened which connects the 
court-room with the “‘Briage of Sighs’’ was 
the signal for a general move on the part of 
the saloon element, but at the same instant 
the big Captain was on his feet and Bauiiffs 
Dixon and Carney shouted to everybody to 
keep their seats. 

When it was seen that the new arrival was 
Sheriff Matson, and not Judge McConnell, as 
haa been expected, disappointment was the 
prevailing sentiment on the part of the 
friends of the couspirators. 

“There will be no verdict tonight,” said 
the Sheriff from the Judge’s bench. ‘“ The 
Judge will be in readiness to take the verdict 
atapy time tomorrow. And now you can 
all go home.’ 

‘*What time tomorrow?” shouted an upn- 
washed occupant of a back bench. 

But the Sheriff refused to answer the 
question, although he afterward told the re- 
porters that the court would be open today 
to lawyers and pewspapermen only, in the 
event of a verdict being reached. 

Should there be occasion to summon the 
jw’y into court today tue’ rule of exciusion 
will be most rigidly carried out. No such 
gang as that which infested the court-room 
last night will be let in, only people with 
credentiais showing their pusiness in court 
being admitted. The. “reporter” piea has 
been “‘worked”’ to an unusual extent by 
members of the Market street gang tne last 
day or two, but steps will be taken to preyent 
its being repeated today. 


WAITING FORK THE VERDICT, 


Anxious Friends of the Prisoners Crowd the 
Court-Room All Day. 

The hours dragged along in a weary way 
for the persons interested in the verdict. At 
10 o’clock 1n the morning the court-room was 
crowded. Mr. Donahoe appeared early and 
following him came Mr. Fuster. Then Mr. 
Wing, Mr. Forrest, and Mr. Quaiey dropped 
in, They were nervous and apprehensive, 
but notso much so as they had been the 
evening before. Their hope grew with the 
slow lengthening of the jury’s absence. Mr. 
Forrest was even nonchalant enough to dis- 
cuss the Rider Haggard romances of two 
morning papers, built on the promised sui- 
cide of Dan Coughlin and an altogether ap- 
palling attempt at a jail delivery..Newspaper 
men flocked in by the score and Dr. Cronin’s 
friends began to drift in and nervously take 
seats on the sides of the court. P. W. 
Dunne, John Devoy, and John Joseph Cronin 
were bunched near the cierk’s desk. In the 
back of the room sat Dan Covughlin’s old 
father in the middle of a group of Clan-na- 
Gael men, ugly-looking chaps, whose ap- 
pearance caused Chief Hubbard and Capt. 
Schuettler some nervousness. 3 

‘*We have a strong force of men here,” 
said the Chief. ‘*We do not expect trouble, 
but we don’t want to take a chance with this 
crowd.” 

The hands of the clock stole stupidly 
around, and the crowd smoked sulphurous 
cigars and tingered. Occasionally a bailiff 
fea them with a bit of more or less valuable 
information, which they gobbled hungrilvy. 
Must of the news was to the effect that Juror 
Culver was holding out. 

** He has stuck at Kunze,” said one report. 

**He refnses to hang Beggs,”’ said another. 

‘“‘He opposes the hangingof any of the 
prisoners,’’ said a third rumor. 

Immediately Juror Culver became a sub- 
ject for heated argument, A few men shook 
their heads sagely and said: ‘I knew it ail 
along. The defense was bound to have some 
one right.” 

The general opinion was that Mr. Culver 
Was a/crank and a verdict almost as genera! 
deciarea that he m in addition to this 
have a strain of depexvity in his nature who 
would maintain the’ suspense so long. 

COUNSEL FOR THR DEFENSE IN DOUBT. 

The State’s Attorney was the only one of 
the counsel for the prosecution who ap- 
peared. Mr. Hynes and Mr, Ingham staid 
away, and Judge McConnell himself lounged 
across the hall, avoiding the smoky court- 
room. About noon he sent word over thata 
recess would be taken till 2 o’clock. 

At that hour the attendance was smaller. 
The crowd watched the sneaking clock 
hauds and the bailiffs, who occasional- 
ly slipped out from the jury- 
room and whispered: “ They are 
still fighting.” Large delegations trooped 
out to the near barrooms, and as the after- 
noon wore down to a razor-edge the visits 
grew significantly longer. The lawyers for 
the defense dodged in and out and the grow- 
ing hope built on the delay was expressed in 
the sunshiny way in which they clasped 
every body’s hand and beamed upon the mul- 
titude. 

“My client,” said Mr. Foster, “always 
contended that there would be a disagree- 
ment. He said there were men on that jury 
who would hold out & hundred years for his 
conviction.”’ 

‘*W hich is a diplomatic way of saying it,’’ 
remarked a bystander. 

At 4 o’clock Sheriff Matson announced that 
arecess would be taken to6o0’clock. Then 
the diminished crowd gathered again, and 
were informed that Judge McConnell would 
not be back till 10 o’clock. 

At the foot of the stairs leading to the 
grand jury room a couple of bailiffs stood on 
guard aliday. Visitors to the West trial in 
Judge Grinnell’s court paused to look at the 
double guard besieged by a horde of news- 
paper men and passed in to listen to the 
dreary efforts to convic®a newspaper man. 
To attempt by cajolery or coaxing -to pass 
the bailiffs was an act little short 
of insanity. Shortly before 10 o’clock Judge 
McConnell’s bailiff appeared with a message 
to the imvrisioned twelve, which after con- 
siderable pariey he was allowed to take up- 
stairs. Hearing the sound of approaching 
footsteps Bailiff Santa, who is the guardian 
angel of the jury, appeared at the head of 
the stairs and intercepted the verbal mes- 
sage from Judge McConnell. The message 
was in the shape of aquery as to whether 
the jury had any report to make to the pre- 


siding magistrate. In a few moments 
the reply came back: ‘** Not at pres- 
ent.” A minute iater the  wmessen- 


ger had disappeared and nothing more 
was heard from the jurv-room antil close 
upon noon, when one of the bailiffs in charge 
came out to be relieved bya feliow bailiff. 
To a TRIBUNE Man, who took him aside, the 
bailiff disclosed the fact that the debate in 
the jury-room was a heated one, and that the 
names of Beggs and Kunze were frequently 
overheard. When this meager informawuon 
was communicated to the patient crowd im- 
aginative minds quickly gob up the rumor 
that the jury had agreed upon three: for con- 
viction, and was only dissentient upon the 
question of Beggs and Kunze. Buta second 
journey to the stairway ieading up to tne 
scene of debate quickly set this report at 
rest, 
JUROR CULVER SAID TO BE HOLDING OUT. 

“ They have agreed upon the verdict as af- 
fecting ail five prisoners,’’ was the next 
autnentic information, qualified by the addi- 
tional pointer that “ they’’ meant only eleven 
of the jury, one man sticking out for an ac- 
quittal all along the line. 

** Who’s the obstinate man?’’ was the ques- 
tion on every tongue, and somehow the re- 
ply which was forthcoming on all sides was 
** Culver.” 

Tnat Juror Culver could be the friend of 
the defeuse seemed improbable to those who 
had watched the progress of the trial. When 
this juror Was accepted it was a matter of 
general comment that a stronger juror could 
not have been obtained.. As a man of strong 
religious tendencies, he was relied upon to be 
above suspicion of affiliations with the Cian- 
na-Gael society. A profession of friendship 
for Svate’s Attorney Longenecker likewise 
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and the personal feeling of the juror were 


to be taken into consideration. the State 


would undoubtedly get the benefit of the 
doubt. During the taking of testimony Mr. 
Culver was observed to take copious notes of 
the evidence of witnesses for the prosecnu- 
tion, Mrs. Hoertel dnd the Carisons being 
particularly noted by the watchful juror. 
Furthermore, when the alibi witnesses for 
the defense had the floor Mr. Culver was of 
all the jurors the most imattentive, and 
seemed to accept the general impression 
without hesitation. ) 
THE DEFENSE FEARED MR. CULVER. 

That Mr. Forrest directed the strongest 
points of his three days’ speech to Juror 
Culver was taken as an inference that the 
leading counsel for the defense recognized 
in the occupant of the northeast chair in the 
jury box the most formidabie enemy his 
clients had in the jury.

Still there ap- 
peared a lingering doubt as to the course of 
this remarkable juror when he asked the 
lawyers for the prosecution to read the testi- 
mony of expert medical witnesses as to the 
cause of death. But éven this point was os- 
tensibly cleared up whédn Mr. Culver an- 
nounced in the middle of the reading, of Dr. 
Egbert’s testimony that he had had enough, 
and it was accepted as a Matter of course 
that the leader of the argument in behalf of 
the State would be Juror Culver. The rumor, 
therefore, that he has been ootadie in his ad- 
vocacy of the defense acquires strange sig- 
nificance in view of these facts. , 


PUBLIC INTEREST 1N THE VERDICT. 


Extra Papers and Diagusted Citizens—The 
Office Boy Says ‘* McGinty.” 

The interest in the case.was revived to an 
astonishing degree lust night. The evening 
papers all got out extras With what news- 
paper people call “scare heads,” reading 
something like this: 

‘‘Terrible Suspense; The Twelve Good Men 
and True Stili Hesitate to Return a Verdict; 
Rumors Ftying Thick and Fast that Juror 
Clarke has Attackea Juror Cuiver with a 
Face Towel; One Puny Man. Effectually 
Biocks the March of Justice; Scenes of In- 
tense Excitement Around the Building 
where the Tweive Good Men and True are 
Debating; Threats pf Lyaching Freely In- 
dulged in by the Now Thoroughly Enraged 
Populace; The Twelve Good Men and True 
Heavily Guarded by Stalwart Bailiffs.”’ 

This was followed by uw satisfying para- 
graph like this: ‘‘Kickham Scanlan arrived 
at the court-room at 8:45 p.m. Reporters 
for the Lvening Cooke immediately swarmed 
about him. To repeated inquiries as to what 
he had heard trom the twelve good men and 
true he rephed: ‘Boys, 1 know nothing, ab- 
solutely nothing,’ and with these words on 
his lips he strode away from the scribes.”’ 

Newsboys bought these papers by the 
wagon-loads, lugged them out to the resi- 
dence parts of the town, and woke up sleep- 
ing householders with yells of: 

“Extry! All about Martin Beggs assas- 
synated ’nd a verdick ’n de|Cronin case,”’ 

The householders were disgusted and 
disappointed, of course, and the first 
thing they thought of' was telephon- 
ing some morning paper for the 
truth.. THe Trisune telephone bell began to 
jingie at 9 a. m. Saturday and at2a. m. 
Sunday it was still jimgling. The rosy- 
cheeked office boy whose parents become 
dangerously ill and demand his atienwon ev- 
ery time a variety stibay #@aches “town was 
appointed to answer the questions. He was 
told to say that the jury was still out and 
that the vote was supposed to stand 11 to 1. 
He got this far all right, but he was unin- 
structed as to what answer he should offer to 
the question: ‘‘Who 1s the one?” and he 
invariably made reply with “much humor: 
**McGinty.”’ 

‘*W hose McGinty?” 

**Dan McGinty. He wasn’t theré to vote.” 

“QO, yes; what had become of him?’’ 

**He’s down at de bottom of de sea; dressed 
in his best suit of clothes,’’ hooted the merry 
office boy gleefully. 

One old gentleman replied with great 
amazement to the information: “McGinty! 
By Hemiock, I knew they’d sneak a Clan-na- 
Gael into that jury.” 


HOW THEY STAND THE SUSPENSE, 


The Long Delay Telling Heavily Upon the 
Nerves of the Prisoners. 

The five suspects roseearly. Beggs, the 
first to awake, got outof his bunk about 7 
o'clock. O’Sullivan, who had slept in his 
clothes, got up next, ana after dashing 
cold water over his face anda head busied 
himseif with a newspaper. His face wore a 
gloomy scowl. Coughlin and Burke aiso 
made hasty toilets and caught up the papers. 
Kunze devoted considerabie time to making 
his toilet and plastered down his bang ana 
arranged his necktie with as much care as 
ever. 

All were intently scanning the papers 
when the breakfast hour’ arrived. Kunze 
was the only one at his ease, put all put a 
good face on the situation and addressed 
themselves with apparant aiacritv to the 
food. Coughlin and Burke eat heartily, but 
Beggs and O’Sullivap made hard work of it. 
Kunze apparently preferred his paper and 
eat little. The others took up their papers 
again as soon as thev had breakfasted. 

About 9o0’clock Mrs. Tom Whelan and a 
man appeared and were allowed to talk with 
O’Suliivan. The prisoner’s face, as he stood 
close to the bars, was white and his eyes 
were full of tears. They evidently spoke 
words of comfort, for O’Sullivan looked jess 
dejected as they left. 

About noon, when Kunze was pacing im- 
patiently about his cell muttering to himseif, 
two good-jooking German girls appeared in 
the visitors’ cage. He hastened down, where- 
upon they burst into tears and buried their 
faces in their handkerchiefs. Kunze soon 
restored them to smiles again, and after an 
extended chat they departed in a cheerful 
mood, which the prisoner apparently shared. 

There were no other visitors. Dinner was 
sent up to them all from the outside. As 
the day wore on the prisoners became 
gloomy and taciturn and refused to talk with 
any one. Each read the papers assiduously. 
It was evident that the suspense was telling 
heavily on them. Beggs se¢émed to have an 
idea that his fate was trembling in the bal- 
ance and that his case Was the cause of the 
long delay. His efforts to conceal his emo- 
tions were heroic. Kunze .maiptained 
his careless demeanor, apparently believing 
that whatever the verdict his life was in no 
danger. Coughlin’s face was asealed book. He 
grew more sulien, sour, and taciturn as the 
hours passed. Burke was stolid. O’Sullivan 
was wrapped in the deepest despondency. 

When the news of the’ adjournment till 
this morning was received there was a slight 
lifting of the tension and the prisoners re- 
tired to their bunks. 


Anxious to Hear from the Jary. 

Mitwavkee, Wis., Dec. 14.—[Special.]— 
Notsince the Presidertial @lection have the 
newspaper and telegraph offices been be- 
sieged by more anxious crowds than were to 
be seen today, all desirous to hear the verdict 
in the Cronin case. During the morning the 
same unfounded rumors which circulated in 
Chicago reached Milwaukee, ana were soon 
circulated on ’Change and through the 
streets. When the “extras” of the evening 
papers announced that the jury was still 
out curiosity seemed to increase, and each 
issue of the evening papers was anxiously 
looked for everywhere. Tonight the news- 
paper and teiegraph offices were again be- 
sieged by crowds intent om getting the first 
news of the verdict.

ENDED HIS OWN LIFE. 


Ex-President Gowen of the Read- 
ing Road Commits Suicide. 


NO ONE CAN ASSIGN A REASON. 


— 


A Washington Hotel the Seene of the 
Philadelphia Lawyer’s Death. 


GENERAL SURPRISE MANIFESTED. 


Gowen’s Part in the Presecution of the No- 
torious Molly Maguires. 


A SKETCH OF HIS INTERESTING CAREER. 


Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special. |— 
Franklin B. Gowen, ex-President of the 
Reading railroad company and a prominent 
Philadelphia lawyer, committed suicide in 
his room in Wormiey’s Hotel some time 
last nightor early this morning. There was 
an ugly builet-hole in his head. The door of 
tne room was locked on theinside. While 
there is no doubt of the theory of suicide, no 
one js able to assign any particular reason 
for Mr. Gowen’s rash act. Some of his inti- 
mate friends, among them Postmaster Gen- 
eral Wanamaker and Maj. John M. Carson, 
believe he has been afflicted with melancholia 
of late, and, yielding to an irresistible suici- 
dal impulse, killed himself. 

Mr. Gowen came to Washington Monday 
last and, in accordance with his custom, 
stopped at Wormliey’s. He visits Washing- 
too quite frequentiy on law business aad is 
well known here. His visit was due to a re- 
tainer by George Rice of Marietta, O.. who 
has for several years been engaged in fight- 
ing the Standard Oil Trust. Mr. Rice had 
entered complaint before the Inter-State 
Commerce Commission and the Southwest- 
ern roads for discriminating in favor of the 
Scandard Oil people and agaist his own and 
other private enterprises. Tuesday, Wednes- 
day, and Thursday Mr. Gowen argued the 
case before the full commission, displaying 
his fine ability to excellent advantage. His 
argument was clear and forcible ana his 
mental vigor seemed unimpaired. He after- 
ward expressed his confidence that he would 
Win the case in which he was engaged. 

Yesterday afternoon Mr. Gowen took his 
key from the room-clerk at Wormley’s and 
went to his apartment. At about 5 o’clock 
one of the chambermaids entered his room 
to provide towels and water, and found Mr. 
Gowen putting on his coat “and going fora 
walk,.”’ as be explained. He was not after- 
ward seen alive at the hotel. Hecarried with 
him a small bag such as lawyers use for hold- 
ing briefs and other documents. His where- 
abouts until about 8 o’clock have not yet been 


‘traced, but at that hour he was met by sev- 


eral acquaintances in front of the Riggs 
House on Fifteenth street, opposite the 
Treasury Department. He chatted pleasantly 
for five minutes, appearing in the best of 
spirits, and then walked briskly, toward his 


hotel. 
: DISCOVERY OF THE SUICIDE. 


About 9o’ciock this morning a chamber- 
maid noticed that bis door was locked from 
the inside. Mr. Gowen had always been 
an early riser, frequeutly leaving his room as 
early as7o’clock. Supposing that Mr. Gowen 
desired to sleep later than usual she did not 
disturb him, She tried the door at various 
times, however, until finaliy atl o’clock, be- 
coming frightened, she reported the fact to 
the hotel office. Mr. James Wormley, ac- 
companied by Policeman Cross, the day 
clerk, and a porter, Knocked loudiy on the 
door, but receiving no response procured a 
stepladder, upon which the clerk mounted. 

Peering in at the transom he was horrified 
to see the bodyof Mr. Gowen lyingon the 
floor with the pistol by his side. Cliimbing 
through the transom the clerk unlocked and 
opened the door. A hasty examination showed 
that the unfortunate man had been dead sevy- 
eral hours. The body lay on the floor, partly 
under a small table, evidentiy just where it 
had fallen. The dead man had doubtless 
stood before the large mirror in the room 
when he tired the fatal shot. The pistol was a 
38-caliber, brand-new. It lay on the hearth, 
several feet from the body. Its handle was 
crimsoned with blood. The dead man was 
well dressed and his coat and underwear were 
soaked in blood. Throngh the wound in the 
head the brains were oozing. Mr. Gowen’s 
baggage consisted of a valise and a tin box of 
legal papers. In his pockets in bills and coin 
was $126. There were also some French 
coins, evidently carried as pocket-pieces. 

Despite the protestations of some of Mr. 
Gowen’s friends, who went to the hotel as 
soon as the intelligence of his death reached 
them, the body was hufriedly wrapped.in a 
sheet, put into a patroi-wagon, and taken to 
the morgue, where it lay for several hours 
by the side of tne body of a colored man who 
had died a sudden and shocking deatb. It is 
said the proprietor of Wormley’s Hotel is to 
biame for this exhibition of indecent haste. 

A 8KETCH OF GOWEN’S CAREER. 

In the early evening Maj. Carson and Con- 
gressman Maish of Pennsylvania got a certi- 
ticate of death by suicide from the Coroner 
and had the body removed to an undertaker’s 
establishment, where it was prepared for 
transpor‘ation and burial. Mr. Gowen’s 
nephew, F. lL Gowen of Philadelphia, came in 
on an evening train. He said Mr. Gowen had 
been in good health and spirits and had no 
troubles or business cares. He was happily 
married and the father of a lovely daughter. 
It is understood that some of Mr. F. B. 
Gowen’s ancestors have been mentally un- 
balanced. The body was taken to Philadel- 
phia on a late train tonight. 

Mr. Gowen was born in Philadelphia, and 
was in the 54th vear of his age. When 
about 22 years of age he entered the business 
of mining coal, which, however, he soon 
abandoned and began the study of law. He 
was admitted to the barein 1860, and in 1862 
was elected District Attorney of Schuylkill 
County... He was afterwards retained as 
counsel for the Philadelphia & Reading and 
the Girard Coal Trust. He 1569 he was 
chosen President of that company, and filed 
the office until 1881, when, on account of op- 
position to his plans for the relief of 
the finances of the road he (failed 
of reélecuon. He was again chosen 
to the office of President in 
1882. In 1872 Mr. Gowen was elected a 
member of. the Constitutional Convention of 
Pennsylvania, and in that body ranked as 
one of its ablest members. Mr. Gowen con- 
ceived and establisned the Philadelphia Coal 
and Iron company. He also conceived and 
put into operation the movement against 
the famous organization known as the 
“ Mollie Maguires,” which bad produced a 
reign of terror in the coal region extending 
over a period of twenty years. In the trial 
which followed this movement Mr. Gowen 
was one of the counsel for the Common- 
wealth. 


SURPRISE IN PHILADELPHIA. 


No Appurent Reason for the Act—Charac- 
teriatics of the Man. 

PuILaADELpnia; Pa., Dec. 14.—[Special.|— 
Franklin B. Gowen is the last person that 
any one would have thougut would have 
taken his own life. There are rumors here 
that he was murdered and that some tool of 
the big corporations twoox his life because he 
disturbed them so much. Gowen was one of 
the few men in Pennsylvania who were not 
rauroad company.

Gowen, while a man of brilliant attainments 
in the city and State, 
had few close friends. He was 
cold and heartless. His enemies were com- 
pelled to admire the man for ns brains and 
boldness. Gower was not dishonest. He 
sought to contro) the anthracite coal output 
of the country and faited ignominiously. He 
wrecked the Reading railroad and thousands 
of persons whom he had induced to buy its 
stock. 

Gowen’s greatest achievement outside of 
railroad wrecking was his breaking up of 
the Mollie Maguire band of murderers in the 
coal regions of Pénnsylivania, Although 
President of the Reading railroad he con- 
ducted the prosecution in person and it re- 
suited in the conviction and hanging of 
about fourteen persons. 

Mr. Gowen’s family consists of his wife 
and daughter, who live at the handsome 
suburban residence at Mount Airy. Finan- 
cial difficulties are not suggested as an in- 
centive for the deed. Mr. Gowen has been 
estimated as worth between $200,000 and 
$300,000. The announcement that he had 
committed suicide caused the greatest sur- 
prise in financial circles. When tne con- 
frmatory dispatches began to arrive Mr. 
Gowen’s friends shook their heads sadly. 
Mr. Gowen was well known on the “street” 
on account of his former position at the head 
of the Keading railroad, and the universal 
comment of financial people was, ** Well, he 
was the last man I[ thought would commit 
suicide,”’ 

Surprise was manifested in the fact of 
Mr. Gowen having a revolver in his pos- 
session. He was always opposed to carrying 
hrearms, and during the ‘** Mollie Maguire ” 
prosecutions at Pottsville ne refused to carry 
& pistol for nis own protection. 

“ | never had anything to startle me so in 
my life before,’ said President Daniel B. 
Cummins of the Girard National Bank, and 
probably one of the most intimate friends 
that Mr. Gowen had, when apprised of the 
death of the distinguished lawyer. “He 
called here to see me several d#ys ago and 
left immediately afterward for Washington. 
No one will ever convince me that Mr. Gow- 
en took his own life. Tnere wus certainly 
nothing driving him to self-destruction. I 
never knew Mr. Gowen to carry a pistol or 
any other deadly weapon, and you can rest 
assured that if he lost his life through a pis- 
tol shot the wound was iuflicted by accideht 
ana not by design. Poor Frank.”’ 


JOHNSTOWN HAS A SECOND FLOOD.

Lots of a Few Bridges, 

JOHNSTOWN, Pa., Dec. 14.—[Special.|—Ever 
since the deluge of May 31,when the banks of 
the Conemaugh were washed away, a hard 
rain has had the effect of flooding the lower 
portion of the town. Several times the peo- 
pie in that section have been compelied to 
move hastily from their homes in order to 
avoid the rising waters. This afternoon, 
however, the situation for a time assumed a 
more serious aspect. For a week or more the 
rain has been falling almost continually and 
particularly hard during the last twenty-four 


hours. At 4 o'clock the  tempo- 
rary bridge across the ,Conemaugh at 
Woodvale was swept away. Fully 
twenty persons had been = standing 


on the structure watching the turbulent 
river afew minutes previously, but a pre- 
monitory quiver had given them thé warn-; 
ing to make their escape. An hour later the 
Lincoin street bridge also went down in the 
torrent, cutting off all communication with 
Johnstown proper by way of the Pennsylva- 
nia railroac. Perhaps a dozen buildings were 
inundated, but no serious damage resulted, 
This evening the river has fallen several feet, 
and those living near the bank have returned 
to their homes, confident that there is no 
danger at present. The actual money loss is 
sinall. 

At 3:45 the bridge across the Conemaugh 
at Woodvale was washed away. At 5p. m. 
the Lincoln street bridge was carried away, 
thus cutting off communication between 
Johnstown and the Pennsylvania railroad 
station. The water atthis hour (58 p. m.) 
is falling rapidly. Work wiil be commenced 
Monday on a substantial new bridge to take 
the place of the tempoary structure which 
was washed away. 


HEAVY SNOWSTORM IN NEW YORK CITY. 


The Metropolis Gets a Taste of Winter— 
Kough Weather Elsewhere. 

New York, Dec. 14.—[Speciat. |—Winter, 
A. D. 1889, has gotastart. It began busi- 
ness with real energy and reali snow in and 
about New York, today. The snow fell till 
near night, smearing the metropolis from 
head to foot in slush, ana at mid- 
night, though the snowfall had céased, the 
wind had a bitter edge and there was 
winter enough for the loudest of te day- 
before grumbiers. The snowfall in New 
York and vicinity was about twoinches. it 
caused some trouble on the surface car lines 
and made cautious navigation necessary on 
the bay and rivers. For a hundred miles 
around the metropolis there was the 
same visitation.

Kineston, N. Y., Dec. 14.—A severe snow- 
storm has been in progress throughout the 
Hudson River Valiey since noon today. To- 
night everything is covered with ten inches 
on the level. High winds prevail, causing 
drifts ulong the railroads. Trains are de- 
layed and navigation on the river greatiy re- 
tarded. The storm shows no signs of abat- 
ing.

| PRINCE BISMARCK ANGRY. 


THE RECENT SUCCESS OF THE CENTER 
IN THE REICHSTAG THE CAUSE, 


Herr Boettcher Is Hauleq Over the Coals 
in Lively Fashion fom Permitting the 
Gpponents of the ‘Government’ to 
Thwart the Pians of the Chancellor— 
The Socialists) Making Great Gains 
Throughout the Kaiser's Domains— 
Sensational News from Portugal.

Bern, Dec. 14.—The success of the Cen- 
ter party in the yote in the Reichstag reliev- 
ing all theological students of. the obligawon 
to military service has stirred up a good 
deal of a breeze in the upper world of poli- 
tics, and Prince Bismarck complains in re- 
gard toit that the highest interests of the 
Government service are neglected for per- 
sonal interests of individuals Deputies. The 
vote «was, it’ appears, rather a snap victory 
for the Centerists and does not imply that 
they have been able to make any political 
combination which would give them the con- 
troliing voice in legislation which that vote 
seemed to imply they had secured. Many 
men of the Cartel party were absent and the 
Centerists seized the advantage due 
to that happy chance. The National Zeit- 
ung announces that the Government 
will not accept the édecision, and thus 
the accident of the absence of the Cartel 
Deputies will not change the fixed policy of 
the Government on this important subject. 
It was, indeed, not to be expected that so 
grave an infringement of the principle of the 
May laws should pass unchallenged before 
these laws themselves shall become totally 
obsolete. Prince Bismarck in a natural ex- 
plosion of dissatisfaction with this vote 
wired Herr Boettcher for an explanation, 
hauling him over the coals as the locum 
tenens who should have prevented it. Herr 
Boettcher promptly threw tne blame on 
everybody involved in. the Cartel combina- 
tion, and explained that since the reopening 
of tune Reichstag they have not been in their 
places, but have been away doing what in 
the United States you call “taking care of 
their fences.”’” They were attending to 
their electoral interests -at home and 
letting the May laws anda i other 
things in the Reichstag take care of 
themselves. Thereupon Jupiter has thun- 
dered a little, and his answer to Herr Boett- 
cher is to the effect that he himself will re- 
turn to his official residence in the first week 
in January; that important measures of Gov- 
ernment must be settled in the Reichstag be- 
fore the middle of February, when he de- 
sires to dissolve that body, and he instructs 
the Minister to keep the Government groups 
together more effectively in spite of the 
elecwwral preoccupations of the members. 
From which it will be noted, that in the Bis- 
marckian understanding of these things, 
only Boettcher is to biame for that aston- 
ishing vote. In fact your congressional cat- 
tle will always go as you want them to if 
vour driver is of the right sort. Herr Boett- 
cher’s labor will not be an easy one. 

THE SOCIALISTS ARE ACTIVE. 

Every day bas its caucuses and conven- 
tions in every populous center of the Em- 
pire, and sittings are continued from day to 
day of organizing committees, of Conserva- 
tives, Nawonal Liberals, Progressists, Social- 
ists, anu the rest. There is indeed an ex- 
ceedingly great political activity... Though ail 
are active, the Socialists are pushing things 
more energetically than the others. They 
have already brought forwara 205 candidates. 
Their National Committee isa strong one— 
Bebel, Grillenberger, Liebknecht, and Meis- 
tersinger. It assumes absolute authority for 
the party, and announces thag all quesuons 
relating to the elections must be addressed to 
the committee and be decided by it. In dis- 
tricts where the party is too poor to face the 
expenses of an election the faithful must make 
their appeal to the committee before Jan. 
1, and must name the sum reguired to make 
up the deficiency. All Socialists are in- 
structed to attend the general electoral as- 
semblies to vindicate their principles, but to 
abstain from interfering with purely party 
reunions. ‘They must not, that is‘to say, in- 
troduce any elements ot friction to embarrass 
the smooth working of the party machine. 
The manifesto concludes with a few earnest 
and eloquent words on the importance of 
ardor and energy in a great electoral conflict 
and on the importance of the fact that all 
men brought to the front should be men of 
unblemished reputation. 

GOVERNMENT JOURNALS ALARMED. 

The comments of the journalsof the Cartel 

arty upon all tbis discloses an apprehension 
in the Government groups that the admira- 
ble organization of the Socialists and their 
party discipline will make them 
troublesome customers and may en- 
‘apie them to carry many seats. 
The Sociahsts themseives are hopeful on 
this.point and believe they will have thirty- 
five members in the next Reichstag. As to 
this poss8ibility much depends upon the use 
that Prince Bismarck makes of the appeal of 
the miners for Government aid and encour- 
agement in their strike. He may respond to 
that in such a way as will astonish the So- 
cialists, and he is a host without whom it is 
never safe to count. 

_ THE STRIKE GIANT GROWING. 

It is certain that the strikes are a factor of 
great moment in the electoral game, and the 
Prince may have his innings, as the 
Socialists are having theirs, and, in- 
deed, have had them in the fomenta- 
tion of the trouble. The strike. giant 
gains in proportions constantiy, like 
the vapory figure that arose from the Ara- 
bian fisherman’s jar, and seems likely to fill 
the political heavens. In spite of the suppo- 
sition that the Westphalian strikers had 
been appeased that ‘strike isextending. In 
the Saar mines 30,000 men are employed, and 
7,000 of these are now out, while a strike of 
the whole number is threatened and is daily 
looked for. In Lower Silesia it is decided 
there shall be a general turnout Jan. 1 
unless there is an advance of 10 per centin 
wages and the concession that eight hours is 
a day’s”° work. Employers declare tnat 
it is impossible to {meet these 
demands. Complaints havé reached the 
Goveroment that the Socialist agitators are 
taking great. part inthe strike movement 
and have been addressing meetings of strik- 
ers at Dortmund, Saar, and other places. 
Two Beigian Anarchists were arrested at 
Chenmitz while propagating their doctrines 
among the strikers there, 

Herr Boettcher ina conference witk the 
directors of the Westphalia mines referred 
to the importance of the speéediest possible 
settlement with the men in view of theim- 
pending elections. He’ pointed out that dis- 
contented men, and especially men for 
whose discontent there was any good reason, 
were a source of strenetn to. the 
Socialist partv which naturally helped to 
make it dangerous, and he urged that con- 
cessions be made tothe men. Immediateiy 
after this conference the Minister ordered 
the local authorities to fill ali conspicuous 
places in the strike districts with placards 
bearing the recent decision of the Supreme 
Court for discouraging the eloquence of agi- 
tators. This decision is to the effect that. any 
person publicly exciting othersto any act 
contrary to their contracts violates the law 

and is punishabie for the offense, The Pres- 
ident of the Dortmund District today con- 
voked the provincial councillors to con- 
sider the grievances of the miners. 
Buate and Schroeder, the delegates of 
the men, were heard by the council 
and they explained the demands of the men. 
Tne President urged them to use their infiu- 
ence with their comrades for an amicable 
settlement of the differences and assured 
them the authorities would not fail to im- 
press upon the directors of the mines the 
necessity of meeting as far as possible the 
wishes of the men. Schroeder reminded the 
President that the men had felied - upon the 
Government’s promises when they abandoned 
their movement in the spring strike and that 
these promises had never been fulfilled. The

DOM PEDRO DEFENDS HIS MINISTERS. 

Dom Pedro is preparing a manifesto to the 
Brazilians defending the acts of his Minis- 
ters and explaining the overthrow of the Em- 
pire. He says he will await tranquilly the 
expression of the will of the people, hopeful 
that in the coming elections the people will 
pronounce freely in favor of his Government. 
In ail allusions to Dom Pedro the sem1-official 
press here continues to treat his return to 
Brazil as improbable and undesirable. The 
Reichsbote maintains the right of Germany to 
a dominant influence in Southern Brazil. It 
says jthat there are over 200,000 German 
colonists in the three Provinces—Rio Grande 
do Sul, Santa Catharine, and Parana; that 
farming there is exclusively in the hands of 
Germans; that the language spoken is chiefly 
German, and argues that if emigration had 
not been checked the provinces would have 
fallen ere this asaripe fruit into the hands 
of the German Government. 

PREPARING FOR THE FETES,

CAUSE OF THE BRAZILIAN REVOLUTION. 


Princess Isabella Too Much Under Jesuit 
Inflaence—Fears of the Liberals. 

Rome, Italy, Nov. 30.—[Paris Register. }— 
Since my last letter to the Register, the subse- 
quent news from Brazil has been of an assur- 
ing and pacific character, and the forced, yet 
peaceful, departure of the Emperor and his 
spouse from Rio de Janeiro has left the coast 
clear for the newly declared Republic of the 
United States of Bruzil. Ihave notas yet 
seen what has become of the ex-Princess Im- 
perial with her consort, the Count d’Eu, but 
I presume that they will soon be making 
their way. to this side of the water. 
Since last week, so far as I can make out 
from the telegrams, one among the causes, 
which I mentioned as the probable turning 
points in the overthrow of the Empire, was 
of even far greater importance than I con- 
ceived, and it speaks well for the enlightened 
liberal views of the Brazilians. 1 said in my 
last letter that ** there hac been acertain dis- 
satisfaction on the part of a good many Lib- 
eral-Monarchists at the thought of the Prin- 
céss Isabella coming to the throne because 
there is a belief that she is greatly 
under the infiuence of the priests.”’ I might 
have enlarged on that head and have stated 
bow shocked, a few years ago, every intelli- 
gent person in the Empire was on hearing 
that the imperial Princess, in accordance 
with a vow made at the instigation of the 
priests, swept outachurch. This showed a 
person wholly giveh over to superstition. 

The circumstances were astollows: The 
Princess imperial was married to the Count 
d’Eu the 15th of October, 1864, while her 
sister, Donna Leopoldina, was married to the 
Prince August of Saxe-Coburg-Gotha (an 
elder brotherof Prince Ferdinand ot Bul- 
garia) Dec. 15, 1864. Fifteen months after 
these marriages the Princess Leopoidina pre- 
sented to her husband a'fine boy (whois 
now the maniy Prince Pierre—the favorite 
grandson of Dom Pedro); in 1867 another 
Prince Auguste and Donna Leopoldina: in 
1869 there cameathird Prince to the same 
couple; and in 1870 a fourth one was vouch- 
safed to thisaforementioned pair.’ In Febru- 
ary, 1871, the daughter of Leopoldina died. 
During ail this time the Count d’Eu and the 
imperial Princess had not been blessed with 
asingie child. Inthe last-named year her 
father, the Emperor, made his _ first 
visit to Eurpoe, leaving the Imperial 
Princess as Regent of the Empire. It 
was during this absence, as [ have 
been informed, that the Princess Imperial 
was told by her Jesuit advisers that if she 
vowed to do the menial service of a church- 
sweeper she would be blessed with progeny. 
She made the vow, and when the first child 
came she performed it; and this and similar 
vows she more than once carried out, for, al- 
though the first child was not born to the 
Imperial Princess until eleven years after her 
marriage, sue has since had in all three sons. 
Brazilian statesmen and thinking citizens, 
when they learned what had been done, rea- 
soned in this way: 

“The Princess would not have publicly 
carried out these yows—wortby of an ignor- 
ant peasant woman of Brittany—uniless the 
Count d’Eu had consentea to it: therefore, 
seeing that we, though Roman Cathoiics, 
have gone away with such superstitious cer- 
emonies, we do not like the idea of a mon- 
arch succeeding our liberal Dom Pedro to 
have notuons that do not belong to the nine- 
teenth century.’’

A few years ago a noted 
Brazilian, Gen. Lima, an old patriot, a nis- 
torian of his country, and a pronounced nia- 
son, died at Pernambuco. Buriai was denied 
him by the parish priest because he was a 
Freemason, and this denial was backed by 
the Bishop of Olinda (Pernambuco). Bra- 
zitian Roman Catholic citizens of every class 
rebuked this petty intolerance by going in a 
procession, bumbering several ttousands, 
and couducting the body of the. old Generai 
to the Protestant cemetery, where he was 
buried—all of which was approved by the 
Government. The Bishop of Para and the 
Bishop of Olinda soon thereafter issued 
pastorais to the priests of their dioceses, in 
which not only Freemasonry was denounced 
as the hand-maiden of tne devil but the Em- 
peror was twice alluded to as Tiberius. This 
was’a little more than the Brazilians would 
a, and they determined to carry out their

| H. C. HAVEMEYER IS DEAD. 


THE SUGAR MILLIONAIRE EXPIRES AT 
THE HOTEL ATHENEE, PARIS, 


Bright’s Disease Carries Of a Member of 
the Family of New York Refiners—HBis 
Position in the Trust—Buffalo Bill's 
American Backers Becoming Somewhat 
Uneasy—Electric Light Wires Coming 
Down—Edgar Saltus Returns to New 
York—General Metropolitan News. 


New York, Dec. 14.—[Special.|—Hector C. 
Havemeyer, President of the Havemeyer 
Sugar Refining company, died at the Hotel 
Athenee, Paris, of Bright’s disease Friday. 
He resided in this city, and his cousin, Theo- 
dore A. Havemeyer, the President of the 
Sugar Trust, is at the head of the rival firm 
of Havemeyer & Eider, which is the most 
prominent sugar retining house in the coun- 
try. Hector Hayemeyer was a member of 
the Board of Directors of tne trust. 

Five months ago Mr. Hector C. Havemeyer 
was advised by his physicians to go abroad 
for his health. He hai never been seriously 
ill before, and (was loath to be- 
lieve that he was seriously « ul 
then. He was 4 years old. Mr. 
Havemeyer was one of five sons of Mayor 
William F. Havemeyer, who died suddenly 
in the Mayor’s office 1n 1874, He was born in 
this city in 1844, and was in Union College 
under President Laurens YF. Hickok, 
where he chose the scientific course. 
Atterward he studied sugar refining in a 
sugar retinery in Leonard street and then 
went to Hamburg to perfect his knowledge 
of methods. At this time Mr. Havemeyer 
became interested in the production of beet 
sugar. He went to Europe and made a study 
of the industry in France and returning to 
America made extensive researches in the 
West with a view to investing in the beet 
sugar industry on a large scale. He founda 
that as a commercial venture it did not have 
@ paying basis and he returned East to 
found in Jersey City the firm of Havemeyer, 
Eastwick & Co. The firm was afterward the 
Havemeyer Sugar-Refining company. Mr. 
Havemeyer was a bachelor. He was a fine 
musician and a performer on the violin. 


GENERAL METROPOLITAN NEWS. 


Inquiries Regarding Buffalo Bill from 
American Backers~+Importers Appeal. 
New York, Dec. 14.—[Special.]—There isa 

Syndicate composed of New Yorkers who 

would be pleased to see Buffalo Bill and the 

accounts of the Wila West Show, which he 
has been giving as one of the incidental at- 
tractions at tne French Exhibition. Abouta 
year ago Buffalo Bill appeared in Wall street 
to organize a syndicate which would float the 
Wild West Show across the sea and land it 
on the outskirts of the Paris Exposi- 
tion. They wanted to raise $150,000 
and their proposition was that the 
subscribers should receive every night 30 per 
cent of the gross receipts. Among others 
who were interested in the scheme was Com- 
modore Bateman. The syndicate was made 
up and tre Wild West went to Paris. So far 

the syndicate has not received, it is said, a 

single dollar which represents its proportion 

of the gross receipts, and has got back only 

30 oa cent of the principal which was con- 

tributed by it. There are no indicawons that 

any more money is coming to it. 
Electric Wires Coming Down. 

For the first time since the inception of the 
war upon the overhead electric light wires 
two months ago some! real work was done 
to-day. But while the wires are coming down 
the city will have to suffer some inconveni- 
ence. Partial -darkness-will ruie in the 
streets. Workmen under the order of the 
Commissioner of Public Works re- 
moved to-day twenty-four poles and 
105,150 feet of wire. Some of this 
wire, the electric lighting companies contend, 
was within the requirements of the Board of 
Eiectrical Control, and should not have 
been touched. For this reason they de- 
termined to revenge themselves upon the 
public by shutting off the currents tonight. 
As a consequence many streets were left 
more or less unlighted. Another victim to 
the deadly electric-light wire is to be re- 
corded. Patrick Suillvan was killed this 
morning in a sub-cellar of the Manhattan 
Electric Light comer’ works at Eightieth 
street and\A yetiue B. 

Half a Million for Wesleyan. 

At the annual dinner of the Wesleyan Uni- 
versity Club last evening, Stephen H. Olin 
presiding, Judge Reynoidsof Brooklyn, Presi- 
dent of the Board of Trustees, announced that 
Dr. Daniel Ayres of Brooklyn had a few 
hours before paid over to the trustees $250,000 
as an endownient fund for the university. 
Dr. Ayres, although pot a graduate of the 
college, recently gave it $50,000 to establish a 
chair of biology and he has also given it. other 
considerable sums. His title of doctor of laws 
he owes to the university. The newly®lected 
President of the college, Bradford Raymond, 
added to the enthusiasm by the declaration 
that tne trustees had resolved to add $250,000 
to Dr. Ayres’ gift, and that $60,000 of the 
amount was already raised.

SENSATIONAL SCENE IN THE NORTH 
DAKOTA SENATE. 


| The Ex-Governor Charged by Jad Lamoure 
with Bribe-Giving, Bribe-Taking, and 
Other Misconduct—A Savage Attack 
Upon His Official Integrity— Probability 
of ao Investigation and a Stermy Time

Bismarck, N. D., Dee. 14.—[Special. | 
Never in the history of a Dakota Legisiat 
ure, even during the stormy days of Terr. 
torial Government, was there a more sensa. 
tional scene than that in the Senate when 
Senator Jud Lamoure of Pembina County 
rose to a question of privilege. 

He read froma veto message of ex-Goy, 
Ordway, sent to the Legislature in 1881, 
when Ordway was Governor. The veto wag 
Ou @ Dill authorizing the issuance of bonds 
by Pembina County which was passed over 
the veto. In commenting upon this action 
by the Legislature in his annual

A motion 
to expunge the entire proceedings of today 
from the records of the Senate was lost, and 
it was referred to a committee of five. 

GOV. URDWAY’S PROBABLE ACTION. 

Gov. Ordway requested in his letter that

In all proba 
bility an investigation of the United States 
Senatorial contest will now be demanded, es- 
pecially as regards the claim of M. N. John- 
son that he refused a $10,000 consulship and 
$25,000 in cash. The sensational developments 
have evidently just begun. 

In the regular business of the session to- 
day the interest centered in the considera 
won bill in the Senate. The liberals of the 
body succeeded in securing the adoption of 
an amendment making the buyer equaily 
guilty with the seller, but by a a 
roll-call this amendment was defeated after 
awrangle of two hours. The Senate ad- 
journed without final action, ana the bill 
will come up for passage Monday.

Infection in Molding Clay. 

Some days ago it was alleged that a child had 
contracted diphtheria from using molding clay in 
the manual training department of the Normal 
school, Dr. Wickersham secured several sam- 
pies of the clay and submitted them to Dr. Cary, 
the department chemist. Dr. Cary says: “ New 
clay is pure. If for any reason it is deemed 
necessary to use the clay a second time, it should 
have heen previously subjected to a temperature 
of 140 degrees and for a period of dt least three 
hours. Otherwise a child having diphtheria might 
easily introduce saliva into the mass for the pur- 
pose of making it more plastic and thus infect the 
clay, which in turn being used by another child 
— become a possible means of conveying the

Proposal for'an Ambulance Corps. 
Health Commissioner Wickersham has re- 
ceived a letter from Walter H. Hoyt in relation 
to the establishment of an amobulance corps. 
There should, he says, be nine men with each 
corps—four to serve from 6 a. m. to 6 p. m., with 
one man for extra duty. “To properly lft 4 
body,’’ he says. *“‘three men are required, and 
the driver can place the stretcher. The wagon 
should be of peculiar construction,. between an 
army ambulance and a patrol wagon, covered, 
and for two trotting horses.”” He recommends 
that semi-weekly lectures be given by the Medi- 
cal Inspectors of the Department of Health, so 
that they will get some idea of the human 
structure, that the work be under the Heaith 
Department, and that no changes be made in the

Mme. Patti’s First Husband Passes Away— 
Story of His Courtship of the Sonestress.

Paris, Dec. 14.—The death is announced 
of the Marquis de Caux, who was married 
in 1868 at Clapham, England, to Adelina

‘There is a story of the Sunday evening meet- 
ings at Patti’s house during the winter after she 
had returned from her London season. From 
these gatherings Nilsson was seldom absent, and 
among the most diligent visitors was Gustave 
Doré, the Vicomte Daru, Baron St. Armand, and 
Marquis de Caux, who were such inseparablies 
that they were called the ‘three-leaved clover.’ 

* Adelina looked forward tothe meeting with 
the Marquis with glud excitement. He did not 
Keep us waiting long, but the meeting was also a 
parting. The Marquis had to go with the Em- 
press Eugénie to Biarritz, and as he expected to 
remain for a considerable period he asked per-

**Well, Marquis, whatis there new—what is 
Paris talking about?’ 

“ «The newest thing,’ was the answer, ‘is that 
we are engaged.’ 

‘*T must admit that this answer startled me, 
and that I looked at Adelina with my curiosity 
on a tension. Her featurés seemed enlivened 
by an inexpressible foveliness—smilingly she 
said to the Marquis: 

**And why not? I hope! it would not be un- 
pleasant for you?’ 

“ At first embarrassed, then joyfully moved, 
the Marquis was only abie to stammer the 
words: 

‘**No, certainly not. I would be the happiest 
of mortalsAfit were true!’

The special committee appointed to consider 
the attitude of the Federation togvards the 
Knighbtsof Labor submitted its report, which 
was adopted. The Federation states its po- 
sition as follows: 

First, that the Knights of Labor shall discoun- 
tenanee and revoke the charters of all trade as- 
sem bliés or districts within their orders; second, 
that in turn the American Federation of Labor 
and affiliated trade-unions will urge their mem- 
bers and encourage the working people to be- 
come members of mixed assemblies of the 
Koiechts of Labor. 

The time has arrived when the trade unions 
should claim theirown. The trend of organiza- 
tion shows that the wage-earners of America are 
weary of having their interests adjusted by the 
measure of the huckster or yard-stick of the mer- 
chant. 

We assert the natural right of the trade unions 
to occupy the trade univuns' territory. When this 
right is conceded discord will end and organized 
labor be more closely united.”’ 

The election of officers resulted in the re- 
election of President Samuel Gompers of 
New York and Secretary P. J. Maguire of 
New York. Final adjournment was then 
made. Detroit will be the place of next 
meeting.

The Wisconsin Editor Laid to Rest at Muad- 
isaon—Other Mortuary Matters. .

FIRING THE FIRST SHOT. 


LEGAL PROCEEDINGS COMMENCED AT 
LAST BY THE LEAGUE, 


Bills in Equity Filed by the Philadelphia 
Club to Kestrain Haliman and Buffinton 
from Playing with the Brotherhood— 
Mulvey » Deserter—Kilrain Fined $200 
and Sentenced to Two Months’ Impris- 
onment at Purvis—The Sculling Cham- 
pionship—General Sporting News. 


PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—The 
plot thickens in the base-ball world. The Phila- 
delphia club today filed bills in equity against 
BufMfinton and Hallman, in which Henry M. Love 
is joined as defendant. The bills set forth the 
membership and franchises of the National 
League, the securing and erection of the Phila- 
delphia Ball Park, its pavilions and improve- 
ments, at great expense, the securing of a team 
of skillful professional Duse-ball players at great 
expense, and the threatened ° danger to the prop- 
erty and franchises of che club by the loss of the 
players’ services for 1890. The bills also set forth 
the contracts with Messrs. Hallman and. Buffin- 
ton containing the express option given to the 
club to reserve the players for next season, to- 
gether with a notice served by the club on its 
players Oct. 21 last as to their being reserved for 
the season. of 1890, 

The prayers of the bills ask that these players 
be restrained by injunction from playing base- 
ball with or giving their services as ball players 
for the season of 188 to any other club or per- 
sons whatever, and that the defendant Love be 
restrained from employing said Hallman and 
Bufinton or otherwise interfering with the giv- 
ing of their services to the Philadelphia pall 
club, limited. Thesetwo cases aro selected be- 
cause service can be made on the defendants. 
Other bills are ready tobe filed against other 
players, but the first two will dou»tless be those 
that will be pushed as test cases. 

Other items of interest are that Third Base- 
man Joe Muivey today deserted the brotherhood 
and signed a league contract with the Philadel- 
phia club, and representatives of the Athletic 
and local Players’ League clubs held another 
conference this evening, at which the proposed 
amalgamation scheme was undoubtedly looked 
upon in all its bearings.

The Horse-Hatlr **Snake.”’ 

The *“*horse-hair’’ snake 1s a commou source of 
error. The creature that is usuaily called by 
that nume originates and bas a life history as 
follows: A small flesh-colored mite is in water. 
It changes to a purplish lead color and comes to 
the top of the water, where it sports for a time, 
and when looking across water of a still 
evening, especiaily if looking toward the 
setting sun, one can  sée masses of 
these tiny. creatures that look like smoke 
on the water. When they reach this stage 
of development they leave the water and get out 
on the leaves and grass. Here, as opportunity 
offers, they attach themselves to the feet of 
large insects—especially of grasshoppers, katy- 
dids, ete. The legs of these insects being hol- 
low they crawl up them, where they 
grow till they fill the legs and sometimes the 
cavities of the bodies of these large insects. 

This accounts for the fat, clumsy condition of 
many of these insects. After a rain in which the 
insects drowc the full-fledged ‘*horse-hair 
snakes’ come forth to delight the small boy and 
to interest the student of nature, after which 
they lay eggs in the water, ifit does not dry up 
too soon, and curl around them for a time, and 


about t time the eggs hatch into ther little 
flesh-c ed mites first described the ‘‘snhkes”’ 
die.

MATRON WOODS. Woods regarded me 
sternly over the gold rims of her glasses and

ent. This is Miss Bessie Stone, as sweet- 
faced a girl as Chicago breezes biow on, and 
as youtbful as the pictured Eos. 

She put severai critical questions so sharp- 
ly that I blundered egregiously in replying. 
Relieved me of hat and wraps, which were 
promptly put out of my reach, searched my 
pockets, and counting the few moneys in the 
dilapidated purse I carried—57 cents, I think 
—promptly locked that up, too. 

Then we went to supper. 

In the full gaze of sixty pairs of. eyes, all 
turned upon the last recruit to the ranks of 
the unfortunate, I cannot truthfully say I 
felt either comfortable or happy. My début 


’ was scarcely impressive. I was desperately 


hungry—as is my wont at meal times—and 
ruefully regarded the thick slices of bread, 
the crackers, with the complement of butter 
and cheese laid on each plate. It wasn’t a 


feast for’ the gods. And if it had been l

Tne entire hgusehoid work is done by 
the inmates.

It ise only fair, too, to say that after the 
working brigade have been well drilled the 
household appu ances of the refuge will 
improve wonderfully.

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By 10 o’cioek every one was asleep, or as- 
sumed to be.

“SIX O'CLOCK! GET UP!” 

“Six o’clock! Getup!” smote on my ear 
more unwelcomely than did the ' lark’s notes 
upon the loving Juliet’s. 

Six o’clock on a chilly morning! It was 
more than I bud bargained for, I thought 
savagely, as I stood in line at the bathroom 
door, tightly clutching my one towel and bit 
of soap, Waiting my turo to wash. 

Then at 6:30 to the Chapel for prayers, in 
a most unprayerful mood. If prayers must 
be had, why in the name of, civilization don’t 
they postpone them until after breakfast!

THE MAINSPRING OF SUCCRSS. 

This, as l regard it, is the mainspring of 
the home’s success. Thankless as its labors 
are, take them day by day, and frequent as 
are the lapses into evil, yet there are ex- 
amples of transcendent brightness. 

Mrs. Woods has since shown me several 
photographs of beautiful: women, refined, 
educated, happy, and honored wives, who 
were once poor, ignorant, morally delinquent 
girls in the she:ter of the homa@, which 
shaped all their subsequent destiny. Mrs. 
Woods never telis their dames, but I know 
there is more than one daiaty home in Chi- 
cago where the fair-faced mistress welcomes 
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NEW REFUGE, 


to her hearth the kindly woman who suc- 
cored her in her sin and shame. 
The home’s nursery is one of the sights of 
the place. Oneof the young child-mothers, 
who had been crying softly all morning be- 
cause she wanted to go home, but her par- 
ents would not receive her unless she gave 
up her baby—which she refused to’ do—took 
me thither. Thirteen blessed~babies kicked 
and crowed as joyfully in their cots or upon 
the clean floor as though they were pot the 
symbols of degradation. Not pinched, wiz- 
ened creatures, but charming, roly-poly ba- 
bies, with dimpies at tne tiny knuckles, and 
bright, wondering eyes wide open upon that 
world already inimical to them; babies with 
that beautiful golden hair, iike the silken 
tassels of unripe corn, which comes only to 
babyhood, and which no ‘“blondine’’ can 
ever successfully rival;. babies with bald 
heads; ana babies with a jetty fuzz where 
afterwards a crop of midnight cur!s will rest. 
Big babies and little babies, white babies, 
and, they say, sometimes a black one—but 
dear little tots all. And the air was giad 
with cooing of infant voices.

Straws show which way the wind blows, and 
a quiet httle addition to the building inter- 
ests of New York especially, and other cities 
in their deyree, shows the growth of a new 
phase of our American life, likely to make a 
large mark upon the future. 

Benedict chambers 1s a favorite name for 
these new edifices, and that of course means 
that they are intended for bachelors’ quar- 
ters, although in passing let us wonder, as I 
often do, why Benedict, who is chiefly famous 
because he did marry, and calls himself 
“Benedict, the married man,’”’ should be 
chosen as the type of resolved and settled 
celibacy. 

Until lately a young unmarried man was 


He had a room in his father’s 
house, or he boarded somewhere, or he lived 
at a hotel, or he lodged in one house and ate 
ix another or at a café; ne was not living, 
but staying; he was the hait of a pair of 
scissors; he was a transitional formation, not 
worth placing or formulating accurately. 

If he hung longon hand peopie began to / 
say, ‘‘ Why doesn’t he marry? He surely has 
salary enough, hasn’t he?” 

And if by chance he remained unmarried 
he became a sort of phenomenon, was called 
‘¢ an ola bachelor,” ridiculed, offered in jest 
to each other by merry girls, and made the 
subject of comic songs, stories, and jests. It 
was in those days, not so long gone by, either, 
a matger of course that a young man’s one 
idea of contented personal life was to .marry 
a nice girl, set up a bome where he should 
be lord and master, and accept with equa- 
nimity the little responsibilities likely to 
accrue. ! 

But the luxurious and carefully planned 
Benedict chambers do not accord with this 
idea. They are evidentiy intended for men 
who already have secured a sufficient income 
for nodest marriage, but who do not intend 
to spead their money in that way; for men 
who say of two or three or five thousand 
a year as che gourmand did of the goose— 
that it was an inconvenient roast, being a 
little too much for one, but not enough for 
two.

We are often told by the bachelors them- 
selves that the march of luxury has out- 
stripped the march of incomes, that a man 
cannot now start in life as his father did, but 
is expected to begin where he left off. 

They say that the doweriess daughter of a 
man living up toa bigincome expects to go 
from her father’s house to one just as fash- 
ionably situated, just as well furnished and 
served, and to continue without a break the 
life to which she has been accustomed. 

‘* And @ fellow of five and twenty doesn’t 
ordinarily have an income rising ten thou- 
sana a year,” said one discontented bachelor 
to whom I was giving sensible advice. 

But, taking all one’s friends together, do 
the married men seem absolutely happier 
than the bachelors, even if they have means 
iarge enough or a wife economical enough to 
make marriage possible?

Moral—Put a good deal into your life and 
your life will be able t0 make good use of it, 
and to nourish the inner man, the unseen 
and immortal Ego, to the best advantage. 

We cannot supersede nature, although we 
do try ardently and obstinately to do so. 

Men and women were intended for each 
other; they were intended to marry and be- 
come parents. The human race is to be 
carried on, and the waste placesof the globe 
are yet to be peopled, and this great sweep 
of the circle of infinity is not to be clipped 
out and thrown aside by the architects of 
Benedict chambers. Perhaps the giided 
youtn of New York, London, Paris, and 
Vienna will inhabit such chambers and live 
and die in them; and please fancy such a 
deathbed! But the world will go on, men 
and maidens will love and marry and rear 
up children to follow their example so long 
as the world endures; and well for the world

seek, desire, and accomplish it. Life will be 
easy, and children will spring up like butter- 
cups in June. 

Later on capital becomes concentrated, 
rich men wealthier and poor men poorer. 
labor less honorabie, the standard of com- 
fort advanced beyond what was once the 
limit of luxury, the cities grow too large to 
be called communities, business takes on the 
air of piracy, or predatory warfare, and men 
no longer profess to care muchfor building 
up 4acountry or emulating the patriotism of 
heir grandsires. 

Then comes the era of Benedict chambers; 
then does Destiny permit her young men to 
contract their lives into selfish, cyn- 


ical bachelorhood, and her maidens 
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aiready overgrown center. She sees, too— 
does she not—that an effete and overculti- 
vated and exhausted stock is not the one 
whence to take scions for ber new planta- 
tions, and she simply leaves them to run out, 
struggle where they will, unbound and un- 
trained, flower or fruit, and finally die down 
and disa pear. 

Nature knows best; Nature has her laws 
and her intentions, and, quiet though she be 
in most of her ways, the combined wisdom, 
determination, and effort of the whole race 
wiil not affect her methods in the least. 


ASTAMPEDE AMONG THE BUFFALOES. 


The Living Wave That Was as Terrible as 
Water or Fire. | 

Detroit Pre Press: It is high noon on the 
great plains ot Central Nebraska. An emt- 
grant party, composed of a dozen wagons 
and as many families, has | haited on the 
Loup Fork of the Platte River to cook dinner 
and rest their animals. It is midsummer, 
and the creek has almost disappeared. Here 
and there a few barrels of water are left in 
a deep hole, and again the bed of the creek 
is dry for a hundred rods. The suns of July 
and August beatdown on the great plains 
with terrible effect. Creeks run dry, rivers 
sink into insignificance, the grass is killed to 
its roots, and great cracks open in the baked 
earth to give convenient shelter to insects 
and reptiles. Then woe to the man or beast 
who 1s fac from water. Thirst will craze 
him in a few hours. 

There is water here for the emizrant, 
such as itis, but the quantity is reduced one- 
half before the thirsty horses have had their 
fill. The men look up and down the bed of 
the creek, but as far as the eye can seein 
either direction there is no more water. Last 
May this Loup Fork would have tloateda 
ship in its channel, but the mountain snows 
have melted and no rain has fallen for 
weeks. 

As the camp fires are lighted and the din- 
ner made ready, let us fly north a dozen 
miles. A hundred miles away is the Nio- 
brara River, rising in the mountains far to 
the west, flowing in the same eccentric man- 
ner, and its bed also just as dry at thisseason 
of the year. FPiveor six days ago aherd of 
buffaloes numbering thousands drank their 
fill at the Niobrara as they crossed it, work- 
ing to the south in fear of the Indian buffalo 
huuters, who were sbroad onthe Dakota 
line, and in hopes to find richer pasturage 
along the forks of the Piatte. 

Here ana there as they have progressed 
water has been tound in small quantities, but 


for thirty hours past not an animathas hud a 


drop. The grass is scorched and dead, the 
ground hot to the feet, and. the almost solid 
mass, covering acre after acre, are almost 
quiet at this noonday hour. Here and there 
one tosses his bead in. anger as thirst tor- 
ments bim, and the others give utterance 
to their sufferings by long-drawn sighs and 
moans, 

Every animal has a listless look, and you 
would say that it would require something 
beyond the ordinary to cause a singie one of 
them to break into a run. The sun giares 
like a baliof fire. The stirring of so many 
feet has filled the air with fine|.dust to add 
still another torment to the situation. The 
ox or the horse would long ago have fallen to 
the earth to die. 

See! Near the center of the herd a great 
bull suddenly throws up his head and scents 
the air. Heisa magnificent specimen—one 
of the kings of the herd. Does his keen 
scent bring the presence of water over the 
dozen miles of scorched plain? Is there 
something to make him afraid? He wheels 
around and around, he utters hoarse bellows 
which excite the animals around him, and in 
two mivutes haif the heard isin a state of 
agitation. : 

Of a sudden, with massive head held low 
as if to attack, with eyes blazing, with clots 
of foam fiving from the corners of his mouth, 
with a fierceness of demeanor which clears a 
path for him, he heads to the west and charges 
through the herd. He is followed by 10, 
BO, 100, 1,000, by every animal which can 
move, and now begins a stampede. A migbty 
living mass rolis over the piain, a body more 
to be dreaded than a tidal wave sweeping in 
from the sea. Movement incites to new en- 
ergy, aa rivalry to reach the front, a sort of 
madoess which knows no fear or obstruction. 

The emigrants are at their dinner and 
their horses are feeding about them, when 
an alarm is sounded. One of the horses 
raises his head, looks fixedly to the east, and 
utters ashrill neigh of anxiety. The men 
look up.

Vast crowds fol- 
lowed the procession to the castle. The 
Trinity College students sang the national 
anthem, in which they were joined: by the 
crowd. No trace of hostility was displayed. 
The workingmen, who on the occasion of the 
entry of previous Viceroys groaned and 
hooted, today exhibited thorougn good 
humor. 


GREAT MEN PASS AWAY, 


Thoughts Suggested by Robert Browning’s 
Death. 
SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
[Copyrigh’. 18-9, by James Gordon Bennrtt.) 
Lonpox, Dec. 14.—Christmas season of 
1863 deprived the world of Thackeray; that 
of 1880 removed George Eliot, and now, Rob- 
ert Browning vanishes from the scene, His 
greatest admirers of the new generation may 
be forgiven for doubting wbether the giants 
of the past will be’ eclipsed by the men now 
playing prominent parts before us. We can 
scarcely boast that Swinburne surpasses 
Tennyson, or that Buchanan throws Brown- 
ing into the shade. Rider Haggard, James 
Payne, and Walter Besant cannot make us 
forget the days when Dickens and Thackeray 
vied with each other in providing entertain- 
ment for the public and when the constella- 
tion of which they were the center inciuded 
George Eliot, Charies Lever, Bulwer Lytton, 
Mrs. Gaskell, Wilkie Collins, and Capt. 
Marryat. They have successors but no 
equals. For the time the public seems to 
have no relish for such work as they aid. 
Not art but sensation is what they 
now look for. ‘The voice of an oid 
favorite will swull be wmstened to and 
tnerefore two volumes of poems just 
placed before the worid containing Brown- 
ing’s last and Tennyson’s latest work will be 
sold by tens of thousands. The Engiish 
public never forget their old friends; they 
wul put Browning’s volume on bheir shelves 
with peculiar veneration because it came into 
the world as the poet departed fromit. He 
lived just long enougbd to hear from London 
by telegraph that the work had- beea most 
cordially received. With these last messages 
to and from his fellow-men he passed into the 
unknown. 
JOHN MACDONALD’S DEATH. 
The death has also token place within the 
last few days of a man far less familiar to 
the public than Robert Browning, ana yet of 
some little importance in the worid of let- 
ters, John MecDonaid of the 7imes. > He falis 
a victim to the Parneii Commission. Few of 
the men who were with the 7imes in its paim- 
iest auys now remain. *in | the 
whole history of the paper its power, 
circulacion, and influence were never 80 great 
as they were from 1830 to 1875. Cinee the 
latter date competition has been pressing 
more and more severely upon it-:and its 
greatest editor, perhaps the greatest editor 
that ever lived, has been taken away. I have 
seen some editors in mytime, but none of 
them has been equal to John Delane. Dur- 
ing his reign the late Mr. MacDonald was in 
the machine department, and consequently 
ne had nothing whatever to do with the di- 
rection of the paper. The piace which he 
recently occupied was previously filled by 
Mowbray Morris, who looked after: foreiga 
correspondence. Twomen of the capacity of 
Jobn Delane and Mowbray Morris have not 
often been brought together in any newspa- 
per. Few perilous mistakes were made by 
the Zimes in those days; mistakes of policy 
were, of course, committed, and at rare in- 
tervals the paper might be deceived by one 
ot its servants, but no great biunder was 
possible like that which led to the publica- 
tion of the Pigott letters. Delane and Mor- 
ris were exceedingly acute men, ever on 
the alert, full of watchfuiness in the inter- 
ests of their paper. I have seen M~, Delane 
at work long after his regular duties were 
over, auswering letters or putting things 
into shape for the next day. He would often 
keep at his desk till 4 or 5 in the morning. 
When the editorials were all read and re- 
vised 1 have seen him go laboriously througt 
the proofs of the news and correct para- 
graphs about old women slipping up on 
pieces of orange peei or about some fire, in a 
hack street, toning down the reporters fine 
English, changing side heads, even improv- 
ing punctuation. Whateditor of a morning

If he 
ordered one to the ends of the earth, as he 
had-a trick of doing now and tnen, one went 
at five minutes’ notice, even though it broke 
up pians for a lifetime. Everyjone knew he 
would be dealt with justly. 
MacDonald did not have the same position, 
and certainly he never could have exercised 
the same degree of infinence. No doubt, 
however, he was an efficient man within his 
limits aud unquestionably he possessed tne 
confidence of his chief, John Walter, to a 
degree which I am inclined to think was 
never bestowed upon either Delane or 
Morris. MacDonald bad no will apart from 
Walter’s, or, 1f he nad, waited till it had be- 
come Walter’s by adoption. 
THE PIGOTT LETTERS. 
It is most singular that a canny Scot like 
MacDonald should have been duped so easily 
by the famous forged letters. [here was 
everything to excite suspicion in the circum- 
Stances under which these letters were 
placed in MacDonaid’s hands. They were 
without envelopes; no inquiries were made 
as to the source from which they Were ob- 
tained, nor was any information vouchsafed. 
Yneir contents were caiculated to arouse 
incredulity, and the vendor was a person to 
be regarded with a great deal of suspicion. 
Even a raw youth would have hesitated be- 
fore publishing such ietters, considering the 
terrible libels they contained, supposing they 
were not genuine. MacDonaid, as he ad- 
mitted in the witness-box, never asked 
whether they were genuine or not. He knew 
little or nothing of tue person who sold them 
vo him—Houston. He aever inquired where 
ine letters came from or wheiner Houston 
got them from Pigott. He carefully avoided 
tne subject. He said he understood that 
secrecy was to be maintained. And a great 
paper risked its fortunes with so little care 
or foresight as that. Nothing soincredible and 
inexplicabie bas ever come to light in tne an- 
nals of journalism. There is no explana. 


tion of it even today. Houston was 
anxious to make out a case 
against the Parneilites, and he fell 


readily into the hands of, Pigott; but why 
the Times should have fallen into the trap 
passes comprehension. The consequences of 
its error have aiready been serious and must 
be still more so. Not only bas Parneli an 
action pending against it to which there is 
no defense, but duzens of others are to be 
brought. Tne report of the Commissioners 
can scarcely fail to be acted upon promptly 
in the House of Commons, and there wiil 
probabiy be a moreor less direct vote con- 
demining the Jimes for libeling members of 
the House. Looking at all this it is not surpris- 
ing that MacDonald grieved over the biow 
which he had incautiousiy been the means 
of inflicting upon his paper. His death may 
perhaps soften some of the animosity with 
which the Jimes was regarded, and every- 
body ought to admit that MacDonald did not 
knowingly make himself the mouthpiece of 
Pigott. Wantof caution, which 1s certainly 
not in the Scoteh character as‘aruile, brought 
about all the mischief which threw se dark a 
cloud over his last days.

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FALLS {N10 THE CLUTCHES 


GAY PARIS 
oS OF INFLUENZA, 


. 


The Ep'demic That Has Been Causing So 
j Much Trouble in the Czar’s Capital Has 
Reached Paris and Already Has Fally 
_,# HMandred Thousand Victims—The Dis- 
ease, However, Is Not Dangerous—Lon- 
don Is Also Suffering from the Same 
Kpidemic— Personal Gossip from Abroad. 


SPECIAL CABLE DISPATCH TO THE TRIBUNE. 
Panis, Dec. 14.— ne changes in the weath- 


er have been simply frightful. In the iast 


- twenty-four hours the thermometer has ris- 


en fifteen degrees and fullen ten. degrees. 
This morning was clear, warm, and bright 
Memvers of the Jockey Club strolled slowly 
down to Rue Scribe in spring overcoats, 
smoking cigarettes. Tnis afternoon every- 
body was mafiiled up in furs and we had a 
bit ng snowstorm. ‘his evening a cold, 
clammy white fog had settled down upon us 
and everybody is coughing and sneezing. 
The influenza epidemic is in full swing. It 
has captured-the military school df St.. Cyr, 
it has attacked the corp de ballet at the 
opera, it has made a clean sweep through the 
great shops like the Louvre anu Bon Marche, 
in fact nothimeg since the E: ffel tower has ab- 


sorbed sO much public attention 
as this aggravating and mysterious 
malady that has swooped’ down upoa us 


from Russia and today holds not less than a 
hundred thousand Parisians in its annoying 
but happily harmiess ¢iutches. Herald cor- 
respondents were sent out in pursuit of in- 
formation in regard to this curious malady 
and three of the best known specialists of 
France were interviewed. Dr. Aibert Robin 
of the Académie de Médicine expressed him- 
seif as follows: “This disease is known as 
jufluenza or more commonly in French as la 
grippe. Five days agolI nad my, first case 
and since then L have treated at least twenty 
patients. Unquestionably the epidemic will 
continue to spread, bow far it is impossibie 
to say, but the Herald may assure its readers 
that there is no occasion for serious alarm. 


An ordinary case of influenza is no more to- 


be dreaded thana severe cold of a week’s 
duration. Thejsymptoms are unmistakable, 
headuche, pains in the eyes, soreness all 
over the body as if one had been beuten, 
loss of appetite, a feverish condition, and 
general sense of lassitude and discomfort. 
These general symptoms are apt to be fol- 
lowed by various loca! troubles, such as 
bronchial attacks, cola in the head, sore 
throat, diarrhea, sometimes by pleurisy or 
‘pneumonia. ne oviy real danger is pre- 
sented in tne last two cases, which can usu- 
ally be guarded against by proper care. From 
three to eight days 1s the average duration 
of the disease proper, but its effects upon the 
system are comparatively seveie, so that sev- 
eral weeks more are often needed for full 
convalescence. The Grand Duke Aiexis, who 
was il! for oniy a week, will probably require 
a month before he feels himself again. As ito 
the cause, medical science today is prac- 
tically at a loss. We can, to be sure, tell 
the public it is due to the ravages of 
an uné@iscovered microbe, but the public 
takes only an indifferent interest in that 
fact. Why tne epidemic should sweep across 
Europe one year and wnen remain unknown 
for a decade is beyond our power to explain. 
The theory has been advanced that influenza 
is the forerunner of cholera, but I regard 
that as pure nonsense. It is true that sev- 
eral times in the present century an influ- 
enza epidemic has been closely followed by a 
visitation of cholera. It is also true that sev- 
eral times in the same century there has 
been an epidemic of influenza with no cholera 
tollowing, just as there have been epidemics 
of cholera with no influenza preceding. The 
fact is the two diseuses are so utterly dissim- 
ilar as to sates tar such sequence all but im- 
ssible, and any occasional instances of 
eir simultaneous appearance must be re- 
garded as mere coincidences, with no deeper 
significance. In the matter of treatment 
the classic remedies are sulphate of 
quinine or bromonydrate of quinine, but 
recently a physician of Baccarat has strong- 
ly urged the use of tannin. Personally I 
would recommend a prescripuon containing 
suiphate of quinine, tannin, and opium—the 
latter being the most valuable in relieving 
the pains which are felt ail over the budy.”’ 
‘ Dr. Villemin of the Academie de Medicine 
‘Was. next seen. It is he whose name has 
been of late vears so prominently before the 
Parasian public in connection with measures 
designed to check the spread of consumpuwon 
in the metropolis and in the French army. 
He spoke of the new epidemic in the same 
cheerful way in which a dramatist would 
discuss a successful play. ‘It 1s almost too 
soon,”’ he began, ‘“‘to speak positively about 
the epidemic which seems to be*breaking out 
in Paris: itis generaiiy assumed to be what 
“we have been accustomed to call la grippe, 
and yet in reading the accounts which have 
come from St. Petersburg I have been 
struck by the presence of ore symptom 
not usually observed in that disease. I refer 
to the appearance of red rash dm the bodies 
of patients. Now there iaj Syria and other 
Eastern countries a comm@s fever known as 
la dengue, which is accompYnied by precisely 
suco rush as described. Tunis fever hus often 
reached westward as faras Constantinople, 
and lam disposed to believe that the St. 
«Petersburg epidemic is nothing tess than this 
‘Syrian la dencue.”’ 

**And are we then going to have this Syr- 
ian fever in Paris?” 

“QO, tnere is pothing to be alarmed about. 
La dengue belongs to the category of mala- 
dies like Scarioting, measies, etc., which 
cause little trouble. Theyrun their fixed 
course and in a few days the patient is well, 
or occasionally dies, and that’s the end of it.”’ 

“*“Do you attach any importance to the the- 
ory that this epidemic of influenza, or what- 
ever it,1s, is a precursor of cholera?” 

“Np the least. There is not the remot- 

'@st cOnnection between the two diseases. 
Both are contagious, to be sure, but cholera 
is so chiefiy by infected water, while the mi- 
crobes of this St. Petersbuag epidemic spread 
through the air and get into the system 
through the lungs.”’ 

“Then one is liable to catch this influenza 
merely by going into a no0m where some one 
who has it has been breathing?’ 

“Certainly, oreven by breatning one of 
the influenza microbes in the street, in a 
eafé, at the theater, inarailway carriage— 
anywhere.’’ 

“Then the. whole population is sure to be 
down with influenza sooner or later?” 

- The docter laughea ana shrugged his 
shoulders. 

Dr. Corvil, one of the best-known special- 
ists On tuberculosis anda member ot the 
Academie de Medicine, said: ** This epidemic 
how in our midst and about which we huve 
received such varied accounts from St. Pe- 
tersburg is simply la grippe, an epidemic con- 
tagious disease of slignt importance. A per- 
60n sufiering from it need not even cail in a 
doctor. -Let him remain indoors afew aays 
and keep warm. Yes, undoubtedly the epi- 
demic is. caused by a microbe breathed into 

e lungs, but as yet we have not been 
able to discover this microbe. To be 
more accurate, I should say we have 
nOL yet succeeded in distinguishing the in- 
filuenza microbe from a quantity of others 
which are always found in the expectorations 
of persons suffering from that disease. It is 
not generally known, but it is a fact that the 
saliva of healthy persons contains ten or 

“twenty different kinds of microbes, which 
are not only harmiess but are absolutely oec- 
essary to digestion. As soon, however, as 
@ person becomes affected with any disease 
of acontagious nature the number of mi- 
crobes in various secretions becomes in- 
definitely increased, and what makes it diffi- 
cult is that what I may call good microbes 
and Sad microbes become hopelessly mixed 
up, and it takes us years of patient experi- 
mnenting to separate and classify them. In 
my laboratory i could show you jars and jars 
filled with cultivated consumption microbes.

The Influenza in Germany. 

Prof. Virchow has recovered from the in- 
fluenza. Several members of the German 
dmperial family have had it. Yhe Vational 
Zeitung of Berlin denounces those who set 


~ the mortality is lower than in all other great 
/ Sities, save only London. No official esti- 
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mate has been made of the cases of influenza 
that have occurred in Berlin. It is known 
that few families have escaped, and it is 
thought that a third of the population has 
been ill. Tne medical press of Bertin dis- 
credits tne theory that there 1s a correlation 
between epidemics of influenza and those of 
cholera, though it is well known that several 
times cholera has followed the other. 

England Ig Sneezing Too. 

In the great international sneezing contest 
now raging Engiand is seriously hahdi- 
capped bya siow start, but her partisans 
hope that her climatic advantages will more 
than overbalance this. In the last ten days 
the sun has studiously avoided interfering 
with the fog, and the atmosphere has been 
more than moist enough to drown the hardi- 
est microbe that ever engaged in the intiuen- 
za business. Londoners do not deny that in- 
fluenza is now rampant in their midst, but 
are’ loth to admit that it is communicated by 
amicrobe on the ground that aone but the 
deadliest variety could exist here under the 
present conditions. Nervous people are be- 
ginning to prepare to receive the cholera, 
while indications grow stronger daily ofa 
corner in handkerchiefs. , 

The Gas Stokers Beaten. 

The gas stokers of Manchester’were beaten 
and it seems certain that few of the 2,500 
striking gas stokers of South London will 
get their old places, as the company quickly 
obtained more men than Were necessary. 
The company’s victoty will not be cheap, as 
it boards and lodges the new men on the 
premises, besides paying increased wages. 
Subscriptuons to che strikers’ fund up to to- 
day amounted to the almost unmanageable 
amount of three-shillings. 

Living«tone’s Son Dying in Poverty. 

While Stanley is returning from his 
African explorations ready to be lionized by 
British people, Dr. Livingstone’s son is on 
his death bed at St. Atbansin the deepest 
poverty. Itis hardly likely that he wall! live 
till Stanley returns. He gets a pension of 
about $200 a year from the British Govern-

ST. LOUIS’ MAYOR HAS A GRIEVANCE. 


He Has Been Slighted by the Trustees Un- 
der the Late Henry Shaw’s Will. 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Dec. 14.—[Special.]—The 
administration by the trustees unoder Henry 
Shaw’s wilt of his bequest t6 the public—the 
botanical gardens—is not meeting with 
unanimous approval, The principal critic is 
the Mayor of St. Louis, who, by virtue of his 
office, is himself a member of the board. He 
has never attended a meeting, had nothing 
to do with the organization, and, though 
named as Chairman of the Committee on 
Waysana Means, has never acted in that ca- 
pacity. His reasen is this: The bequest was 
to the public, and as he was the official repre- 
sentative of the public, being Mayor of the 
city, the organization of the trustees should 
have been deferred until he had called a 
meeting, and that all meetings shouid be held 
in apublic place, such as the city-hall. The 
Mayor has been studiously ignored by the 
trustees, and he hints at dark-lantern 
methods. Mayor Noonan says: 

The gardens were not left to the trustees out to 
the people, and the administration of the bequest 
should be for their benefit. The trustees should 
recognize this fact and hold their meetings at a 
publicplate, The organization of the board was 
effected in.a down-town bank .before I theught a 
decent period had elapsed after the death of Mr. 
Shaw, and subsequent meetings at the garden 
residence of Mr. Shaw and at his down-town 
residence. I have not attended any meetings, as 
Ido not propose to follow the other trustees 
around to banks, country residences, and club- 
houses. 

There are seventeen trusteesin the will, 
and they are among the oldest and wealthiest 
citizens of St. Louis. They are of tne opinion 
that the Mayor’s head is enlarged.

AMONG ARCHITECTS AND BUILDERS. 

The lihnois Steel company has begun the 


erection of a laboratory at the company’s 


works at Sou Chicago. This is one step 
toward the enMrgement of the plant at that 
place and will be followed by the erection of 
an oftice-building in ashort time; The plans 
are in the hands of Architect Charlies 3S. 
Frost. The laboratory willbe three stories 
high and will cover a ground space of 60x82 
feet.

Money in Chicago was active and firm at 6 
@7 per cent on vall, and 7@8 ontime. Canal 
Dock common stock solid up to 40. New 
York exchange closed at par. Sterling was 
unchanged. Wall street’s bisiness was unim- 
portant.—The Chicago produce markets were 
less active, but grain was stronger. Wheat 
advanced because of some buying for a re- 
action, and corn because the weather in the 
West does not favor the grading of the new 
grain. As compared with Friday pork and 
ribs closed unchanged, iard 2%¢ cents higher, 
wheat % cent, higher, corn for this month 1 
cent higher, oats firm, rye and barley steady, 
and flaxseeds 4f cent higher. The receipts in 
this city last week exceeded the shipments 
by 299,000 bushels in wheat and 225,000 in 
corn. The packing” of Chicago during the 
last seven weeks includes 45,000 hogs, 
agafhst 605,000 for the same time last year 
and 884,000 for the sane time in 1887, 


At the Boston banquet Cleveland got in a 
body blow on Hill when he congratulated 
Massachusetts on the adoption of the Austra- 
lian election system and expressed the hope 
that “ the Empire State wii! soon be keeping 
step with her sister States in the enforce- 
Ment ofan effective and honest measure of 
ballot reform.” Hill, it will be remembered, 
vetoed the Saxton bill, which embodied tue 
leading features o1 the Austrajian system 
and was adopted by the Republican Legisla- 
ture ot New York two years ago. The bill 
Was changed with a view to méet Hill’s spe- 
cious objections, and adopted again last win- 

_ ter to be vetoed a second time. A bill to 
provide severer punishment for bribery at 
elections met the same fate. Hill looks to 
the dramshops, the electson crooks, and fine- 
Workers for support. Cleveland still de- 
pends largely on mugwumps, and believes

in the papers. A Madison dispatch to Tur 
TRIBUNE says the whole story is an utter 
fake and fraud; there are no remains, no 
girl, no pothing. There are some fakes the 


publication of which does no harm and may 


amuse. But the reporter whosent that lying 
story, who will concoct a ghastly untruth 
merely because it will make readers uncom- 
fortable, must have queer notions of com- 
mon decency. Thatis ghoulish journalism. 


-CLEVELAND AND GRADY ON BALLOT RE- 


FORM, 

In his speech at the banquet of the. Boston 
Merchants’ Association Mr. Cleveland took 
strong ground in favor of better election 
laws, but at the same time showed clearly 
enough that he would oppose their enforce- 
ment or application in any manner that could 
injure the Democratic party, Framing his 
denunciation of election frauds eo that it 
would not apply to the crimes agaiast the 
ballot in the South, Mr. Cleveland waxed en- 
thusiastic, and demanded a suffrage reform 
which would protect Democrats and prevent 
them selling their votes, bat which would 
not tend to secure to the negro voters of the 
South tkeir rights under the Constitution 
and the laws. Mr. Cleveland would have 
laws adovted in the Northern States to make 
the ballot strictly secret so that Democratic 
workmen could not be coerced or intimidated 
or be able to sell their votes, Dut he advocated 
no system to stop ballot-box stuffing and false 
counting in the South. Mr. Cleveland’s re- 
form is for the North only. 

Alluding to the Australian system of vot- 
ing, Mr. Cleveland affirméd that it was com- 
ing into universal popularity, and every- 
where the people “greet with enthusiastic 
acclaim the advent of ballot reform.” Is this 
true of the Southern States’ which elected 
Mr. Cleveland President? Has he heard any 
demands there for the Australian system? 
The Southern States are certainly not aevis- 
ing and puttng into effect anything in the 
nature of ballot reform, and angry, bitter 
opposition is threatened in case tne Federal 
Government ventures to take charge of itsown 
elections or interferes to see that ail lawful 
votes are freely cast and honestly counted. 
Oddly enough Mr. Cleveland hai hardly con- 
cluded his speech picturing the alleged popu- 
lar uprising for ballot reform. when Mr. 
Grady of Georgia followed :in an address in 
which he deciared in effect that the South 
would maintain minority rule and nullifv the 
voting rights of the negroes in spite of any 
election law that coula be dévised, He said: 
‘*The North may surrender its liberties to 
Federal election laws, but never again will a 
single State, North or South, be delivered to 
the control of an ignorant and inferior race.”’ 
This.is in rather strange contrast with Mr. 
Cleveland’s demand for tree suffrage particu- 
lariy for the poor and humble—‘“ those whom 
fate has made dependent upon daily toil for 
hard earned bread.” Mr. Grady, however, 


was explicit beyond misunderstanding, 
and said: “It would be well if Nortb- 
ern partisans would understand that 


the negro vote can never again control the 
South.’ In other words, neither the Aus- 
tralian system, a Federal election law, nor 
any other measure of ballot reform can be 
used in the South to enforce the laws and 
Constitution and protect equal rights at the 
polls. Mr. Cleveland specially insisted on 
protection for lowly Northérn Democrats 
and invoked ‘pity and charity ’ for such as 
sell their votes, while Mr. Grady takes the 
ground that the poor and ignorant black 
voters in the South are to be robbed of the 
suffrage in defiance of ‘any and all election 
laws that can be framed. Because of his ig- 
norance and poverty a whitesman must be 
particularly favored and shielded by the law, 
but for the same reason a black man must 
be outlawed politicaliy and) stripped of his 
rights. Such is the apparent harmony be- 
tween Cleveland and Grady} but) it must be 
remembered that the one doctrine is for the 
Norta exciusively and the’other solely for 
, the Soutn. 

It was a curious biunder to ask Cleveland 
and Grady to speak on eiection jaws at the 
same nieeting. It is one of Cleveland’s bit- 
terest complaints that a considerable number 
of Democrats sell their votes, and he wants 
a@ law to stop it. As the Democratic vote 
sellers are usually poor, itnorant, and de- 
graded, Mr. Cieveland insists that these 
attributes of inferiority call for the special 
protection of the law. In \Mr. Grady’s sec- 
tion, however, the uneducated and poor 
voters are mostly Republicans, and tneir in- 


The 
speeches of Cleveland ana: Grady were in 
sharp and at times almost ludicrous contrast, 
but when it is remembered that one speaker 
demanded protection only for such poor, ig- 
norant, or venal men as are white, and the

Is COL. INGERSOLL CHANGING HIS BE- 
LIEFS? 


It is altogether probable that the orthodox 
people who would fain believe that Col. 
Robert G. Ingersoll is retreating from his 
agnosticism towards the old 1aith have slight 
grounds for their hope. A New York law- 
yer having written a little brochure, in 
which he has exercised his legal acumen by 
applying the. tests of circumstantial evidence 
to the doctrine of immortality, Col. Ingersoll, 
évidently admiring the lawyer’s logical dex- 
terity, has written him a letter, and the 
aforesaid orthodox persons, selecting sern- 
tences here and there which lose their force 
when stripped from their context, arrive at 
the conclusion that he is weakening in his 
heterodoxy of belief and is coming round to 
the orthodox position. ye 

Those who have carefully followed Mr. 
Ingersoll’s course will reluctantly conciude 
that the admissions are no different from 
those he has made many times before, and 
taking the letter as a whole we should say 
that Col. Ingersoll! has made no material 
change in his position. His admissions are 
conditional and sentimental. His denials on 
the other hand are positive and categorical. 
Great stress is laid upon this extract: “It 
may be that we live no more; that we go 
back to the unconscious dust; and yet the 
heart will always say, ‘Perhaps there is 
another ltife.’’’ The sentiment which in- 
spires this utterance has been written 
and spoken by Mr. Ingersoll many 
times before, It represents the ex- 
act limitation of the concession he 
is prepared to make and it amounts to just 
this: That while his heart, as a matter of 
sentiment, is prepared to say ‘* perhaps there 
is another life,’’ his head refuses to enter- 
tain any such proposition. His poetical and 
emotional nature may sympathize with such 
a possibility, but his reason says no, and with 
Col. Ingersoll the head has thus far governed 
the heart. 

The negations in this letter placed side by 
side with its affirmations arein strong con- 
trast. His heart says: “It may be that we 
live no more; that we go back to the uncon- 
scious dust; and yet the heart will always 
says perhaps there is another life.” ° His 
head answers: *“*I1 do not see any evidence in 
this world ‘that it was created by either wis- 
dom or compassion. Nor dol see what right 
we have to say that man has a spiritual body 
any more than trees have.’’ And again, con- 
fessing he does not know the meaning of 
the words “‘material’”’ and ‘‘spixitual,” he 
says: ‘Call it what you will, it remains be- 
yond the grasp of our minds.” The most 
that can be affirmed of Col. Ingersoll’s latest 
utterance, therefore, is that he has no objec- 
tion to the world’s entertaining a sentiment 
which is. comforting to the heart. and soul, 
afd that he also entertains the hope, but 
in his case it does not yet amount 
to belief. This hope Mr. Ingersoll has never 
repudiated. He has expressed it scores of 
times as the. only consoiation left when rea- 
son refuses to accept a personal Deity, the in- 
spiration of the Bible, the spiritual nature of 
man, and the existence of immortality. Ivis 
always given to man to hope even when cold 
réason refuses her assent. Afhd this is the 
condition ot Mr. Ingersoll. His article in the 
current number of the North American Review 
in which he explains his reasons why he is 
an agnostic affirms his position with great 
emphasis. 

But hope, springs eternal in the human 
breast, and therefore Christian ‘people will 
hope. on that he may yet have that gift of 
faith which pierces the clouds and sees the 
light beyond, ciearly and unwaveringly, and 
while they will regret that he has not gone 
further in his latest utterance they them- 
selves will not surrender the hope that he 
will yet abandon his agnosticism and that the 
dim outlines of the picture which he draws 
of *‘some world where after grief comes joy, 
as after night comes day,” will change to a 
clear vision of the future. The pathos and 
unsatisfactoriness of his situation are indi- 
cated by his heart clinging to what his head 
rejects. He is still a man in the prime of 
life, and the world isa very delightful place 
to one of his poetic and sentimental nature. 
As he grows_older, however, and the things 
of this world lose their charm, as he draws 
nearer to the stream which divides the two 
worlds of time and eternity, his heart may yet 
triumphantly convince his héad that he will 
not cross the stream into forgetfulness and 
eternal darkness, but into a higher and hap- 
pier form of existence—that there is nota 
dead wall biocking his way but an open gate 
leading into the celestial city, where the mys- 
teries Which have so perplexed him here will 
be made clear. So long as he retains this hope 
and does not go over to the doctrine of de- 
spair the Christian world will not abandon 
its hope that his eloquent voicé will yet be 
heard testifying to the truth of the great 
doctrines taught by the Christ and his 
Apostles. 


THE AUSTRALIAN PLAN OF VOTING. 

The men who carried to such a triumphant 
conclusion the campaign for the Citizens’ 
ticket are asking earnestly how soon it wiil 

*be possible to have the Australian system of 
voting in force \n this State. They have 
learned by painful experience the expensive, 
laborious, and demoralizing methods which 
are practiced at present, and they are eager 
for a change. 

They think, half hegretfully, of the toil 
and money they would have been saved had 
the printing of the 150.000 necessary tickets 
been done by the State, ‘and if instead of 
having to mail them at random to voters and 
to hire two or more ticket-peddlers in each of 
500 preciacts and search them out for that 
purpose, the State had seen to it that their 
tickets were at every poll, accessible to any 
one who wanted to cast a vote. 

This ticket-peddler businessis coming to be 
an intolerable nuisance, even for the old 
parties with their trained and disciplined 
adherents, and their knowledge of the men 
to turn to in whatever precinct something 
may have to be done. Here were these un- 
disciplined volunteers, who were wunac- 
quainted with a soul in many of the wards, 
and did not know where to get the men to 
Stand at the polls with their tickets. They 
did not know what they ought to pay. In 
most cases they had not tne least idea 
whether the persons they hired could be 
trusted, or whether the moment they got 
their money they would not go to working 
for the other sige. 

In spite of the iule talk about a big. corrup- 
tion fund it was not easy to raise money. Ina 
this respect the Democrats were at a great 
advantage. hey were able to tap a young 
popinjay distiller flushed with hopes of 
office, and they did it mercilessly. It was 
perhaps -poetic justice that money made 
from whisky should go -back to the great 
consumers of that article, the Democratic 
ward-wcrkers.

When aman starts out by giv- 
ing a year’s pay for election expenses it is 
easy for him to reach the conclusion that 
that money is dué him from some one and 
ought to be repaid to him. He either lobbies 
for higher pay, or he steals public funds, or 
allows himself to be bribed, pacifying his 
conscience with the plea that he is simply 
getting his own back. He gualifies for 
Joliet, and sometimes gets there. The moral 
tiber of officeholders is rarely of good quali- 
ty, andthe fewer temptations they are ex- 
posed to the better.

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THE OPERA SEASON. 

The first week of the opera season has 
come to a close and the managers may claim 
a most remarkabie success, The Auditorium 
Association may congratulate themselves 
upon the possession of a house which is not 
only spacious and péautiful in its scheme of 
decoration and peculiarly adapted to the 
comfort and convenience of patrons, but 
remarkable for its acoustic properties. It is 
aroom without echo and the sound comes 
perfectiy even to the most remote parts of 
the upper gallery.

iam Tell.” 
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THE INFLUENZA EPIDEMIC IN EUROPE. 

The epidemic of influenza is spreading over 
Europe with astonishing rapidity. Russia 
has been scourged with it in her cities and 
her villages, in the palace of the Czar and in 
the nuts of the peasants. It appeared almost 
simuitaneously in St. Petersburg, Stockholm, 
Paris, Berlin, and London. In Germany it 
has been nécessary to close thé schools and 
the courts, for pupils, teachers, judges, and 
lawyers are down with it In Paris 670 
clerks in the Magasin du Louvre were ren- 
dered hors de combat in one day and the 
other great stores suffered in like propor- 
tion. All London is sneezing and coughing 
with it. 

The epidemic is well known among the 
physicians, though, they know nothing of its 
origin. It moves in cycles and has its regu- 
lar pericds.. This influenza is the ninety- 
third recorded one since 1510, and No. 93 is no 
different in any of its characteristics from its 
predecessors. It has the same contempt for 
sanitary precautions, the same facility for 
traveling on land or sea, the same eccentric 
method of leaving routes of travel and com- 
merce and taking unusual paths, the same 
speed, and the same impartiality in selecting 
the victims for its attack. The Czar in his 
palace was no safer than the moujik 
in his hut. It is not flattering to 
human dignity and pride of place that tne 
horse in his stall and the dogin his kennel 
are also liable toit and sneeze and cough as 
lustily as those “created a little lower than 
the angels.”’ It baffles the investigations of 
scientists, for no considerations of tempera- 
ture, dryness or moisture, ozone, electricity, 
or malaria seem to control it. The influenza 
microbe, if there be one, scornsall limitations 
and makes light of all obstacles. 

The only redéeming quality of the influ- 
enza is that it is not necessarily fatal, and 
that its visitations are comparatively short. 
The symptoms are not unlike those of hay 
fever or catarrh—intammation of the mu- 
cous membranes of the nose and throat, ex- 
haustion, nervous prostration, chills, andé 
sometimes fever. In its mild form there is 
said to be no fever, only coughing, sneezing, 
and the usual accompaniments of a severe 
cold. Its longest ‘visits in a given locality 
are about six weeks, during which time it be- 
stows its favors with the utmost impartial- 
ity. Those who have itin a mild form give 
it a tucket-of-leave in from three to five days, 
but those who take the malignant type must 
wait from eight to ten daysfor recovery. For- 
tunately, as we have said, there is little dan- 
ger of fatal results unless a person is impru- 
dent, in which case there is danger of pneu- 
monia. 

Whether the disease will cross the At- 
lantic and make its appearance in this coun- 
try remains to be seen. Those who are so

they cannot. have a Paris influenza, and 
cough and sneeze in sympathy with London, 
but those who are not afflicted with the craze 
will pray to be delivered from it. The Con- 
ditions, however, favor it, for they are about 
the same as those in the Old World—namely: 
absence of cold, excessive dampness and 
rain, and lack of sunlight. We are now well 
on towards Christmas with nothing that re- 
sembies winter but a few frosts and every- 
where an astonishing accumulation of moist- 
ure. What the ontcome will be no one, not 
even Old Probabilities, can tell, for he has 
been industriously. prating of cold waves 
that never come, and low areas of thermom- 
eter that'fail to materialize. Perhaps the 
next development will be this European 
epizooty seeking new fields this side of the 
Atiantic. If it heads this way nothing can 
stop it, for it laughs at quarantine and mocks 
at doctors. ’ 


THE NEW YORK PRESBYTERIAN SCHEME 
OF REVISION. 

The committee appointed a short time 
since to consider the advisability of revising 
the Westminister Confession of Faith has 
made its repert to the New York Presbytery 
and its recommendawons will be acted upon 
during the coming month. Thé report sub- 
stantially adyises atinkering of the creed 
rather than a. remodeling or the substitution 
ofa newone. In other words, it seeks to con- 
ciliate by compromise. The following are 
the vital points of the report: 


This Presbytery would regard with &pprehen- 
sion any attempts to remodel the Confession of 
Faith, as endangering the integrity of our sys- 
tem of doctrine. We deprecate most earnestly 
all such changes a8 would impair the cssential 
articves of our faith contained in that Confession, 
which has so long s@¢rved as our standard, and to 
which we are bound by so many historic and per- 
sonal ties. We desire only such ehanges as 
seem to us urgently needed and generally asked. 

1, We desire that the third chapter after the 
first section be so recast as to include these 
things only: The sovereignity of God in election, 
the general love of God for all mankind; the sal- 
vation in Christ Jesus provided for all, and to be 
preached to evéry creature. 

2. We desire that the tenth chapter be so re- 
vised as not to appear to discriminate concern- 
ing “infants dying in infaacy,"’ orso as to omit 
ali reference to them (Sec. 3), and so to preclude 
that explanation of Sec. 4 which makes it teach 
the damnation of all the heathen, or makes it 
deny that there are any elect heathen who are 
rewenerated and saved by Christ through the 
Spirit, and who endeavor to walk in penitence 
and humility according to the measure of light 
which God has been pleased to grant them. 


There is clearly evident in this declaration 
tne purpose of the committee not to abandon 
the doctrine of electuon, which lies at the 
bottom of the prevailing discontent in the 
chureh, At the same time, aware that this 
Calvinistic dogma is the rock of offense, 
they seek to smooth it over and make “the 
sovereignty of Godin election’? more ac- 
ceptable by the palliating statementof ‘the 
general love of God for all mankind” and the 
‘“‘salyation to be preached to every creat- 
ure.” But if the first declaration means 
anything why is the second made or what 
force does it have? By what authority can 
they set metes and bounds to the authority 
and sovereigrty of an omnipotent, omnis- 
cient, and omnipresent God, or evade the con- 
sequences which are deliberately set forth in 
the dogma of eléction! The courageous as 
well as the logical course would have been 
either to /have retained the dogma, 
with all that it implies, or else to have re- 
moved italtogether. [tis too absolute an affair 
to be made palatable by sugar-coating, and 
the niinister who is called upon to preach in 
accordance with the Confession should it be 
thus modified will find himself confronted 
with a paradox no amount of sophistry will 
enable him to evade or explain. It will puzzle 
him to set forth. predestination from the 
point of view of the love of God, and preach- 
ing of saivation to every creature when 
some of these creatures are predestined to 
eternal damnation. The expressions as to 
the damnation of infants and the elect 
heathen follow on the same lines. The logic 
of predestination must invoive them, nor is 1t 
affected by the saving clauses of tne commit- 
tee. Another suggestion is made by the 
committee to the effect that the Presbyterian 
and Reformed Churches of America and 
Great Britain shall formulate a brief creed 
containing all the essential doctrines of the 
Westminster Confession, which shall be 
adopted not as a substitute but as a supple- 
ment. But if the short creed is to contain 
all the essential doctrines of the larger 
one why formulate it at all? It is the 
essential doctrines which are the stum- 


bling blocks, and they will still re- 
main. Election will be there just the 
same and just as dismal and fore- 


boding as ever, driving young m3n away 
from the ministry, as Dr. McCosh asserts, 
Modifications of this sort supply no remedy. 
What is wanted is reconstruction. The cry 
which is coming up from tne Macedonia of 
tne laity is not for a sugar-coating of the 
election pill so it can be more easily swal 
lowed, but for the removal of the pill alto- 
gether out of the scheme of faith asa 
medieval aogma which is abhorrent in these 
latter days of advanced thought and liberal 
progress. To this extent, therefore, the 
action of the New York committee will prove 
a disappointment to the revisionists. 


TRUST INFLATIONS, 

The one great crying evil in the business 
world is a widespread desire to pay divi- 
dends on enormously inflated capital. The 
moment a’railroad or other corporation is 
found able to pay a good return on its capital 
stock men connected with the management 
undertake to pile on a huge surplusage of 
‘water’? to be unloaded on the public as so 
much real property, the proceeds of the 
sale to go into the pockets of the manipu- 
lators, except the cost of printing tne chro- 
mos; and the brokerage, etc., required to 
work them off upon the gullible investor. 
From the days of Jim Fisk down to a recent 
date tne process was one of increased capi- 
talization, “‘pure and simple.’ Latterly it 
has taken the shape of a trust organization, 
designed to monopolize the market to patrons 
as wellas to milk the men who buy the cer- 
tificates. But the second is only a refined 
extension of the first-named process, both 
being designed to make the great public pay 
sufficient to yield a moderate rate of interest 
on two to four times as much as the property 
is actually worth, 

The case of the Chicago Gas Trust is a 
promineat sample, though not a *‘fair”’ one. 
Its bonds for an aggregate of some $19,000,000 
amply cover the selling value of the plant 
and all that thereto pertains, except what 
may be as rated good will. There are gcod 
business-men who think that the property 
could be reproduced tor! two-thirds of the 
sum named, which therefore allows a gen- 
erous leeway for contingencies. But on top 
of that the syndicate piled another $25,000,- 
000,. much more than doubling the actual 
value, and has ever since insisted that this 
dear public must pay a price for gas which 
will enable them to pay dividends on all this 
muddy water as weil as on tne honest capital 
of the concern. They procured the official 
recognition of the trust certificates in trad- 
ing circles by statements which virtually ad- 
mitted that the cost of the article for a few 
years previously was but a trifle over 60 
cents, this including the work of distriba- 
tion. A comparison ofthe figures in that 
statement indicates that by their own show- 
ing illuminating gas could profitably be sup- 
plied to the people of Chicago for about 75 
cents per 1,000 feet. Yet tney have the har- 
dihood to turn round and teil these same 
people that it cannot be done for $l except 
ata loss. 

This inflation in railroad properties has 
gradually brought arouad a partial cure for 


- 
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tailed disaster in other directions. The 
enormous profits obtained by the construc- 
tuon of lines and the manipulation of the se- 
curities issued against them have led to the 
paralleling which thréatens to reducé some 
of the number to the verge of bankruptcy 
and renders it impossible to exact the freight 
rates obtained up to a few years ago. But the 
great mischief with the gas and other trusts 
is that they have aimed to shut off the com- 
petition which would prevegt their power 
from being perpetual. It 18 for this reason 


that they are specially . objected ta, 
and there is room to hope that 
this is the point insuring their over- 
throw. It will be because the law 


takes cognizance of them as financial mon- 
strosities, and an ontraged public sentiment 


will see to it that the law is not treated as 4 : 


dead letter. The perpetrators of these enor- 
mities have already taken the alarm and un- 
loaded the greater part of their holdings on 
people foolish enough to be gulled with the 
assurance that the storm will soon blow over. 
The “promoters” of these schemes will, 
however, not again risk their money in the 
chromos, and their quiet persistence ia let- 
ting them alone while advising athers to 
“buy for a reaction "’ may well be aecepted 
as a hint tothe public not to be caught with 
any of the fraudulent certificates on hand 


when a final accounting is ca!led for. 
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MARRIAGE BY CONTRACT. 

The prolongation of the negotiations be- 
tween Miss Caldwell and Prince Murat 
illustrates the nature of thé craze which has 
seized upon some American women for mar- 
rying titled foreigners. In the latest inter- 
view with Miss Cuid wel! that lady sets forth 
the relations of the two im thé most prac- 
tical and cold-blooded business manner pos- 
sibie. She notifies the public that the en- 
gagement between herself and the Prince is 
not broken off. ‘*‘ The wedding day,’’ she 
says, *‘is only indefinitely postponed in con- 
sequence of the counsel acting. for us in the 
matter being unable to agree as to what 
amount of my income the Prince should ab- 
solutely control.’? She affirms that she has 
made no cash offer to the Prince, and when 
he came to talk business referrea him to her 
attorneys. He accordingly stated his price 
to them and was satisfied if he could control 
two-thirds of her -income. All the marriage 
settlement that he wanted was “a bagatelle 
of about $60,000 a year for personal expenses 
and a smal! consideration aside from that, 
the mere matter of an advance of $500,000 to 
meet some outstanding obligations that had 
to be settled before marriage.” 

Miss Caldweil’s attorneys refysed the 
price because it was too high. Meanwhile 
the lady claims to retain her affection for 
the Prince, considers the engagement still 
on, but wants him to come down on his fig- 
ures and thinks be willdoso. His attorneys, 
however, hold out no hope and declare that 
if she gets him she must pay his price, as he 
does not propose to make any compromise or 
abate his seiling price by asingie sou. Such 
is the condition of this sensational, if not 
scandalous, deal; and since the lady in ques- 
tion has considered the delicate matter pub- 
lic property by talkimg about it publicly we 
would suggest that either she draw a check 
for the money or ship the Prince, The cold- 
biooded way in which this purely business 
deal is run through agents and attorneys is 
too much for womanly endurance at least, 
even whea making every allowance for the 
silly infatuation that possesses these title- 
seekers. If it is the mere title that is want- 
ed chere are plenty of them in Europe that 
can be-had on more reasonable terms than 
Prince Murat offers, but they are not likely 
to put in their bids so long as this deal is 
held open. It is time to close it out, It is 
beginning to be a humiliating spectacle,

The selection of-the -site- mentioned, it is 
claimed, would bring about the final adjust- 
ment of the Lake-Front complications. It 
would lead to the construction of a com- 
modious railroad station for the safety and 
convenience of the public. The Lake-Front 
would be improved and permanentiy ded- 
icated to pubiic uses, <A great district in the 
center of the city, made beautiful and orna- 
mental by nature and art, would thus be- 
come the pride of the people. The Lake- 
Front was shown to be the most convenient 
and accessible location to the great railroad 
systems centering in the city. New rights 
of way would not be necessary to reach it. 
No other location has a navigable water 
front on a protected harbor. All ocean ves- 
seis that can pass the Welland Canal could 
come from foreign ports directly to the spot 
and lay their exhibits’ alongside their re- 
spective departments without breaking bulk. 

No other jocation could enjoy such fire and 
police protection and water supply. Exhibit- 
ers-could safely send hitner their costliest 
treasures, for in sucha detached and pro- 
tected position, where everything around 
was built of brick and stone, there was abso- 
lute security. The quantity and- quality of 
the water supply were certainly the best in 
the world. The financial resources available 
for securing the Fair at this site made other 
locations out of the question. In no other 
site were so many people directly interested. 
The widening of the Lake-Front out to the 
dock line established by the Government en- 
gineers, making a site a third of a mile wide 
and more than a mile long, is contemplated in 
Messrs. Burnham and Gookins’ plan. No 
otner location it 1s claimed could be of such 
— in helping Chicago to secure the 

air. 

An alternate plan and some suggestions 
are offered by Messrs. Burnham ‘ana Gook- 
ins. It proposes that the space between 
Michigan avenue and the dock iime estab- 
hshed by the United States engineers, 1,850 
feet wide, be divided so as to give the rail- 
roads the space from 700 to 1,000 feet east of 
Michigan avenue, moving the tracks where- 
ever necessary, Itis proposed to raise the 
grade of the park to nearly the level of 
Michigan avenue—some fourteén feet—and 
build an ornamental terrace or wail along 
the east line of the extended park. On this 
terrace is to be a grand promenade and drive, 
connecting across the park at suitable places 
with Michigan avenue, and at the norta end 
of the park with a viaduct over the railroad 
yards so asto make a connection with the 

orth Side Lake Shore drive. ’ 

The space thus provided would give over 
100 acres, far more than any World’s Fair 
has ever had under roof, and still leave 100 
acres of openspace. The location is more 
convenient, itis claimed, to the railroads 

enerally and particularly to the street-car 

ines. 

One of the results of the Fair, if held as 
proposed in the alternate plan, would be the 
creation of the finest botanical garden and 
horticultural exposition in the worid, located 
at the South Parks, ana of a mineral ana 
agricultural museum at the West Side parks. 


TRYING TO MAKE A TRADE. 
——— 


Oates of Alabama and His Scheme to Drag 
the Fair into Politics. 

WasurneTon, D. C., Dec. 14.—[Special. |— 
Some of the Southern members of Congress 
think they can make a trade on World’s Fair 
legislation. Their votes are not for sale for 
cash, but a bargain may be made with them 
for a political consideration. This consider- 
tion is the biocking of any Federal election 
law that may be presented. Oates of Ala- 
bama, who is always seeking notoriety, is 
credited with working up a movement to pre- 
vent any Wond’s Far legislation until the 
Federal election question is’ settled in 
the  inter@st, of the bulldozers. For 
instance, ‘if . the thirteen Llinois Re- 
“orn ag would make a deal/ they might 

sure of ,a bunch of Southern votes—as 
manyas Col. Oates could deliver. if the 
nineteen New York Republicans were to 
take the burden of trade they might have 
the same bunch of votes. it rs neediess to 
say that the effort of a handful of Southern 
Bourbons to make the whole subject a basis 
of political combination is not meeting with 
encouragement. Neither lilinois nor New 
York Republicans are in the field to nego- 
tiate bargainsof this sort. Northern Demo- 
crata are for the most part intensely irritat- 
ed by the tactics of their Southern brethren, 
and the latter, if they attempt to carry out 
their scheme, may find tnemsélves ground 
between two mili-stones, 
MR. REID WRITES FROM PARIS. 
United States Minister’s Efforts to 
Secure Exhibits and Buildings. 

New York, Dec. 14.—[Special.]—Mayor 
Grant today received a letter from Mr. 
Whitelaw Reid, United States Minister to 
France, in response to the request made of 
him that he would try to find out if some of 
the buildings and exhibits used at the Paris 
Exposition could be obtained for the Inter- 
national Exposition to be held in New York 
in 1892. Mr. Reid says that, as he nad antici- 
pated in a former letter, the matter had been 
too long delayed, and was still in too vague 
and uncertain a shape to make any aefinite 
arrangements possible. He says: 

“i communicated at once with the French 
Government concerning colonial and other 
special exhibits and buildings, and with the 
representatives of Spanish American Goy- 
ernoments. Allthis was necessarily unofficial, 
anc I felt bound, of course, to explain that 
the Government had as yet taken no action, 
that several cities competed for the site, and 
that, besides your request, I had letters from 
the Mayor of Chicago and from prominent 
citizens of Washington. Ali the responses 
were cordial and sympathetic, and some as- 
sured me thatif the exhibition should be held 
in New York their contributions would fur- 


The 


nish a more complete representation of the 


development of their countries than, has been 
made in Paris. Beyond this, however, it did 
seem in any case possible to go. It will, no 
doubt, be of some advantage that the atten- 
tion of these Governments has been called 
to the proposed exhibition, and in some cases 
it may result in their being batter prepared 
on short notice to make such collections as 
will be desired.”’ 

Accompanying Mr. Reid’s letter is a copy 
of a letter received from the French Minister 
of ForeignAffairs, M. Spuller, and extracts 
from the replies received from a number of 
Ministers from the Spanish-American Govy- 
ernments in answer to his inquiries. M. 
Spuller writes that most of the buildings 
and collections at the Paris exposi- 
tion were private property, and there- 
fore entirely beyond the control of the 
exposition authorities. The buildings used 
in the colonial depart 
to illustrate the histor of dwelling-houses, 
he says, were put up to stand only six 
months and it would be impracticable to 
transport them. Mostof them were being 
demolisked. A few which might be ob- 
tained had been offered for sale by their 
owners, Letters trom other persons in 
authority inform Mr. Reid that’ the Central} 
American States will make good exhibits in 
America.

His CREDITOR®S’ STORY TOLD IN JUDGE 
GRESHAM’S COURT, 


Bebjamin F. Chase Appointed Receiver 
for the New England Shoe Company— 
A Bevy of Lawyers Represent Firms 
That Would Like to Recov 
—Goods Valued at $100,000\Said to 
Have Been Sold but Not Paid. For— 
Only a Small Quantity Recovered. 


On representations of the creditors of the 
New England Shoe company and C. C. 
Davis that the company was’ insolvent, and 
that Davis had fled after buyimg goods to the 
extent of $100,000 for which he did mot pay 
(an account of which was published exclu- 
sively in THe Trisune yesterday), Judge 
Gresham yestertay appointed Benjamin F. 
Chase receiver of the company, ana issued 
an injunction restrainmg Hiram Sibley & 
Co. and Godfrey & Ciark, with whom Davis 
stored the goods, from surrendering posses- 


sion of them except to the receiver. 


Davis carried on a retail boot and shoe bus- 
iness at State and Madison streets under the 
name of the New England Skoe company. 
Wednesday the company confessed judg- 
ments for over $10,000 to W. W. Cudwortb 
and Frederick von Weisenflun, and the 
Sheriff levied executions on all the assets he 
could find. But he could find only about 
$4,000 worth of goods. 

Creditors who are scattered all over the East, 
and who for several months prior to tbe 
failure had been shipping him goods in large 
quantities, were congratulating themselves 
on having such a large and busy. customer. 
When it became known that the Sheriff bad 
found oniy $4,000 worth of stuff in the face of 
the fact that the sales to Davis had aggre- 
gated $100,000 there was great excitement 
among Eastern manufacturers. 

The Morrow Shoe company, a creditor of 
Davis for $2,418, was the most active creditor 
in the search. Thomas Morrow discovered 
mauy’cases of shoes from which the trade- 
marks of identification had veen removed by 
aplane. Having paid notning for the shoes 
Davis had sold them to commission mer- 
chants and others at less. than cost price. 
Whether or not Davis flea with any money 
no one can tell, but the creditors will be able 
to recover about 25 per cent of their goods it 
is thought. 

The Morrow company at once filed a bill in 
the Federal Court, and the application fur a 
receiver and an injunction came up before 
Juage Gresham yesterday morning. The 
bill of the Morrow company made defend- 
ants ©. C. Davis, the principal, W. W. Cud- 
worth, and Frederick von Weisenfiuh the 
judgment creditors, and the Sibley and the 
Godfrey & Clark warehouses, where the rem- 
nant of the stock is stored, and the New En- 
gland Shoe company. When Judge Gresham 
took his seat on the bench he faced a crowd 
of a dozen iawy@¢rs more or less excited.

itor,” replied Mr. Brown. ‘* There are now 
none of rhe defendants presect, the princ- 
pal, C. C. Davis, having fied.”” Mr. Brown 
then read the bill of complaint, which set 
forth that Davis purchased the $100,000 worth 
of goods on false statements as to the stand- 
ing of the Company; that the shipments had 
been going on for several months prior to the 
failure and were ordered vy Dayjs, who 
knew the company was hopelessly insolvent; 
and that Davis’ intent was to secure the 
largest possible quantity of goods, assigau 
them to the codefendants, and then cease do- 
ing business, pocketing the price of the goods 
and having the creditors whistle for their 
money. 

‘*Who are the officers of the company?’ 
asked Judge Gresham. 

“C. C. Davis.” 

** But the other officérs?”’ 

* Davis is all the officers. He is President, 
Secretary, and the directory. His son, it 
Was said, was/connectedad with the concern, 
but not officially.”’ 

*“ Are the judgment creditors solvent men?’ 

* We do not think so.”’ 

“They are not well-known business-men?”’ 

“Von Weisenfluhb, we are informed, was 
mixed up in the famous Fund W scheme 
with Fleming & Merriam. We are toid he 
went Kast and attempted to buy $75,000 worth 
of shoes, but failed to get credit; and came 
back here. As for Cudworth, he is a money 
lender. The bill charges that they were in 
the conspiracy with Davis.”’ 

‘*Is there any of the propertv sought to be 
taken not in possession of tne Sheriff?” . 

“The Sneriff has ievied on all he could 
find, which is about $4,000. Tne other $96,000 


‘represents the goods Davis stored in the 


warehouses and other places, some of which 
he sold. The balance is still in tne posses- 
sion of some of the defendants. 1 think we 
have found about,200 cases of goods, with a 
prospect of discoVtring more with a receiver 
acting with tae authority of the court.’’ 

In appointing the receiver, B. F. Chase, 
who is a member of the law firm of Miller, 
Leman & Chase, Judge Gresham said it 
would be only a provisional order subject to 
reversal next Wednesday, when a full hear- 
ing of the matter could be had, The com- 
plainant was entitied to have the property 
saved from waste or secretion, but Mr. Chase 
might be removed on a full hearing to make 
way for a boot and shoe man thoroughly con- 
versant with the business. An injunctional 
order was entered as to all but the Sheriff, 
restraining any interference with the shoes 
in the warehouses. . 

THE BRUSCHKE COMPANY. 

J. Willard Smith filed in the Circuit Court 
a bill for a receiver for the Bruschke Fur- 
niture company, which he says is hovelessiv 
insoivent. He says the assets are in imminent 
danger of being seized on attachment writs, 
and says this can only be avoided by the ap- 
pointment of a receiver. The company has a 
capital stock of $100,000, of which $85,000 is 
owned by the President,Charles J. Bruschke. 
It is said that the company has been losing 
money for some time. 

David Podersky filed a bill in the Supérior 
Court asking for a receiver for Ekker & Po- 
dersky, engaged in the meat business at No. 
86 Wiison street. The firm was organized 
Nov. 1. It is alleged that Dec. 12 a profit of 

250 had resulted. Kxker, it is said, took pos- 
session of the money and refuses to render 
an accounting.

He Charges That His Mother and Brothers 
Are Conspiring to Get Possession of His 
Property—People Who Have Applied to 
the Courts to Have Their Marriages Set 
Aside—Other Legal Matters—The Kec- 
ord and Call. 


Frank Schmanski, a Polish freseo painter, in 8 
petition for areviewof an order of the County 
Court committing him to the insane asylum, asks 
that the question of his sanity be tried by the 
Circuit Court. Immediately afterwards his law- 
yer filed.a petition ‘for a writ.of. haveas corpus, 
Stating thatas soon as the petitioner had in- 
stituted legal proceedings he had been arrested 
and recommitted tothe asylum. Judge Tuley 
was applied to and at once issued the writ, re- 
turnable forthwith. Schmanski says he is the 
victim. of a conspiracy on the part of his mother, 
Mrs. Francisco Schmanski, and his brothers John 
and Vacisiauf to gain possession of his property. 
He says be owns a house at No. 880 Noble street, 
but that his relatives refuse to allow him to con- 
trol it, they appropriating the «rent. In April, 
1887, Schmanski says he was taken'seriously ill 
and at times @eiirious. John, he alleges, tiled a 
petition in the Oounty Court staying rank was 
insane, and May 5 be was taken to the court of in- 
sane inguiry where, on the testimony of John 
and his motner, he was committed to the Jeffer- 
s0n Asylum asa pauper. A short time iater 
Frank told the physiciansin charge of his real 
circumstances, but his. story was only looked 
upon asa further and positive evidence of bis 
insanity. Then he was prostrated by a violent 
iliness. His mother visited him. Frank told 
her he knew he was about to die and that 
he would bequeath kis property to the ehurch. 
This had the desired effect, he says. He alieges 
that he was at once taken home, where he soon 
recovered his health and strength and resumed 
his occupation of fresco painting. Schmanski 
says that when he was adjudged insane Jonn 
at once assumed possession of the property and 
collected the rents. Franx says that when he 
recovered he was told if he interfered in any way 
he would be sent to the asyium again. He perf 
Sisted, however, and Noy. 22, while he was at 
work, he was arrested and taken tothe West 
Chicago Avenue Station and thence to the De- 
tention Hospital, where the physician in charge 
refused to receive bim. He was taken back to 
the station andin the morning was discharged 
by the magistrate. Frank says that while he 
was away his brother Vacisiauf's wife called on 
his employer and saying he was insane procured 
his wages. The following day he was refused 
ree because of his alleged unsound 
min 

Frank says he intimated to his relatives that he 
was about to take legal proceedings, and the pe- 
tition for a writ of habeas corpus, filed im- 
mediately after the original petition, recites that 
the relatives at once acted on the information, 
secured his rearrest, aud had him sent to the 
asylum a secoud time. He is still there, but will 
ne erouges in Monday for a hearing before Judge 

uley. 

Judge Tuthill yesterday heard Mrs. Wilhelmina 
Tegen's application for a decree of divorce from 
Heinrich Tegen, Louis B. Peckard failed to se- 
cure a decree of divorce from Ida Gertrude 
Peckard. Emelia Bernsted asked for a divorce 
from her husband, Albert. "Thomas Gailagher 
said he lived with his wife, Lillie B., on Cly- 
bourn place until her constant drinking torced 
him to leave her.

Scott. As this was not done, the next best 
thing is for the reader to skip all notes, reso- 
lutely, until he has got through the book, then 
read, them it he cares to do 80. 

But these are but slight structural defects 
in a work of great and permanent interest. 
Mr. Ward’s twenty-three spirited drawings 
contribute greatly to the unification of the 
narrative through its three books, and are 
highly satisfactory as an achievement; still 
more so as a promise forhis future. Chicago 
may took forward confidently to a grade of 
ijlustration fitted to her growing standard of 
literary production. 


Anna Farwell De Koven’s Iceland Fisher- 
man. 

The same firm (A. C. McClurg & Co.) will 
this week publish Mrs, De Koven’s transla- 
tion of Pierre Loti’s marvelous photograph 
of a new phase of laboring life. The work 
has been before printed in our tongue, but it 
is safe to say that no so good rendering has 
been given. To make pure, idiomatic En- 
glish out of pure idiomatic French 18 a great 
achievement: all the more difficult when the 
matter treated is jow life, full of the patois 
and localism of humble labor on sea and land. 
To iilustrate this more completely, observe 
the opening words of Mrs. De Koven’s in- 
troduction: 

The difficulties of translation are always great, 
but never greater than when the task is the re- 
producing of an emotion which arises from tre 
melody of language rather than from originality 
of plot or rapid development of incident. But to 
translate Pierre Lotiis no more difficult than to 
analyze tim. He is as yet an Unciassfied ele- 
ment in iiterature. . . In * Pecheur d'Is 
lande”’ be tells tne simple story of an Iceland fish- 
erman, and strikes down to the primal roots of 
human pathos with the old, oldtragedy of love 
and death. 

This achievement must be without hesita- 
tion ascribed to the young literary laborer. 
Even the triumph of good transiation is, in 
this case, second to the thougbiful, able, 
high-toned quality of the translator’s preface, 
from which we have quoted a few words, not 
the most striking, and yet well fitted to at- 
tract attention, 

A noteworthy circumstance is the fact that 
this bit of narrative is another installment of 


the gift of romance which the “realists” are 
making to the world, enchaining our attén- 
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parts the characters are naturally and dis- 
tinctly maintained. Herein, and in fact all

H. Lamborn offers prizes for the best essay 
on the most effectual mode of destruction of 
mosquitoes.

Mrs. Harrison's Objection to It Based on 
the Fact That She Is a Grandmother— 
Mrs. Morton Handles the Topic Diplo- 
matically—Mrs. Miller Gives Her Opinion 
—Mrs- Cullom and Others of Ber Set 
Speak Freely—Mrs. Burrows’ Bright 
Chat. 


WasHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 9.—[Special Cor- 
respondence.|—-Mrs. Harrison consented to 
see THe TRIBUNE correspondent on the sub- 
ject of décolleté dress. She was asked: 

‘Will you wear décolleté dresses at state 
dinners and receptions?”’ 

‘No.’ The word was quietly and decided- 
ly spoken. 

** Do you disapprove?’ 

“Idonot, I think it a question every 
woman should decide for herself. Because I 
have reasons for not wearing them I should 
not want any other woman to follow my ex- 
ampie.’’ 

Mrs. Harrison halted and her eyes twin- 
kled. ‘Do you want to know my reason! I 
amagrandmother! | think the costume in- 
appropriate after a certain age. When I was 
a girl | was of plump figure and always wore 
the rounded low cut gowns with a puff fora 
sleeve which were fashionable. There is 
nothing prettier for a woman until she 
reaches tne dignity of being a grand- 
mother.”’ | 

How will you have your reception toilets 
cut?’ 

‘*{ have instructed my dressmaker in New 
York to cut all such gowns either V-shaped 
or square, and to fill them in with laces or 
pleated crépe lisse. I greatiy admire the 
short sleeves or half sieeves of lace, but I 
must have mine of tne material of the dress 
oe other poor mortals, [ am sensitive to 
cold. é‘ 

‘Will your daughter, Mrs. McKee, wear 
the décolleté dress?’’ 

“She has never,in ali the time she has 
been in Washington, worn what 1s properly 
meant by a décolleté gown, and I am sure she 
never will. Her dresses will be cut like 
mine !’’ 

‘‘Mrs. Harrison, you have said that you do 
not disapprove of the conventional low cut 
dress. Have you ever seen any one in Wash- 
ington wear a gown too décolleté?”’ 

‘*| have seen many poor bones out in the 
cold and—pitied them,’’ she answered laugh- 
ing; then more seriously, “I believe age, 
beauty, and health should decide the ques- 
tion for each woman, and no arbitrary rule 
should be laid down. Etiquette properly de- 
mands tull dress for White House receptions, 
and I shail conform to the rule as far as pos- 
sible. Mrs. Hayes never appeared in décol- 
leté dress, and | tbink in later years only 
Mrs. Grant and Mrs. Cieveland sdoctel the 
custom,” 

Her words showed that as leader of the so- 
cial administration for the next four years 
she meant to exact modesty of dress at the 
White House receptions, where some of the 
most glarinz of offenses against propriety 
were committed in the last years. 

A TALK WITH MRS. VICE-PRESIDENT MORTON. 

Tho wife of the Vice-President is beautiful. 
She is mure. She is the handsomest woman 
who will appear in official circles this season. 
In addition to her beauty, she has the finesse 
of a Tallevrand, and no conversation ever 
cast less of a shadow than her five minutes’ 
talk on the décolleté dress question. 

I put the fateful words. 

**Décolleté gowns, décolleté gowns,” she 
murmured, dimpling and raising her black 
brows In a hesitating way, then brightly, 

‘*Really, you know,!1 have not been in 
Washington foreight years. Yes, as long 
agoas that. It was when Mr. Morton was in 
Congress. I have quite forgotten the cus- 
toms. Then, too, itis no easy matter to set- 
tle a large family ina new house and place 
five daughtersin school. Ihave given my 
whole time to my home and have hardly 
thought of the winter’s duties.

MRS. SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR NOBLE’S 
VIEWS. 

Mrs. Noble was busy with her housekeep- 
ing when | cailed. Sheis clever, laconic, 
and defined in her views, as witness the fol- 
lowing conversation. She spoke the word 
** décoileté ’’ with a charming accent: 

‘*What do you mean by décolleté?’ was 
her quick counter-query to my questioa. If 
you mean a gown that shows a woman’s bo- 
som I think it immodest, indecent. ButlI ap- 
prove of the use of the word as meaning a 
dress distinct from bouse or street suit, cut 
V-shaped, square or rounded from shoulder 
to shoulder, but not outlining the bust. Such 
gowns | approve of, and always wear to din- 
ders and evening receptions,”’ 

‘* Do you find the change from high to low 
necks injurious to health?’’ 

‘*No. On the contrary J] think one is much 
more apt to take cold in going into a heated 
drawing-room in a high-neck dress, getting 
overheated, then going into the cold air. AS 
far as health is concerned the décolleté 
dress is better then the other.’’ 

“Do you approve of the absence of 
sleeves?” 

“Hem! That is a matter of beauty, is it 

a)? * 

‘+ Does the Capital differ from other cities 
in the wearing ot décolleté dresses?’ 

‘+ Not in the least,’’ Mrs. Nobile replied with 
brisk optimism, “‘[ have been here only a 
short time, but 1 have seen no lower gowns 
than in St. Louis. 1 do not believe with 
Queen Victoria that every woman under 
should wear the conventionai full aress, Dut 
I ao not see why it is not proper for a woman 
with a beautiful throat and good health.” 

‘* Do you believe that they should be lim- 
ited to the night?” 

“ Yes. Only one thing can excuse their 
wearing in the afternoon, and that is an en- 
tertainment such as we have in St. Louis, 
which is really a later afternoon reception, a 
dinner and a ball in one. In such cases l 
have often seen themin St. Louis drawing- 
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Windom, Mrs. Rusk. Mrs. Miller, Mrs. Tracy, 
and Mrs. Proctor will not wear them, and 
Mrs. Biaine and Mrs. Wanamaker will, al- 
though neither will affect the extremes of 
the fashion in this regard. The gowns of 
the Cabinet débutantes are equaliy modest, 
and Miss Wanamaker especially will have 
naught of the conventional décolleté dress, 
for her daintiest Worth toilets are shaped 
only slightly at the neck and finished with @ 
mere cobweb.of lace. 
THE SUPREME COURT LADIES LIKE THEM. 

Mrs. Justice Miller speaks for the Supreme 
Court ladies on the subject of the low gowns. 
She bas been in Washington longer than any 
of the others and can tell cf the ebb and tide 
in the fortuces of the décolleté dress. In 
her talk she followed the same line as the 
others, only making a special point of the 
fact that the low-cut dress had health on 
its side. 

‘‘That the shoulders and arms should be 
bured is demanded,” said she. “ A man al- 
ways dresses much lighter before he enters 
a ballroom. Why shouldnota woman! The 
cloth of bis full-dress suit is of light texture 
and the vest iscutlow. He approaches as 
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and many atime I have seen men put fur or 
a sheet of paper over their shirt fronts before 
putting On their overcoats. That shows that 
they have taken off their neavy flannels and 
ore that it is the natura! thing to dress 
ightly for heated rooms. 

“T have been uncomiortable ever since I 
stopped wearing décolieté dresses,” con- 
tinued Mrs. Miller, ‘but I determined after 
seeing Many a woman wear them after she 
was too old that I at a certain age would give 
them up. Fifteen years ago I had my last 
ones. They were made in Paris end fell 
from the shoulders in the way so fashionable 
three years ayo. I never liked the m, and al- 
ways thought they were devised by some so- 
ciety Woman over there who had a hol'ow to 
cover below where arm and. shoulder meet. 
We call the point where they meet the shoul- 
der joint, and it should always be covered. | 
was glad when the styles changed, as thev 
did fifteen years azo, and we came back to V 
and square necks. After that time it was 
the exception until a few yearsago for Wash: 
mgton Women to adopt the décolleté dress, 
lhe foreign women did it, but they had few 
followers.”’ 


MRS. CLARKSON SAYS LOW-NECKED DRESSES 
ARE THE CHEAPEST. 

Mrs. Clarkson, the wife of the Assistant 
Postmaster Gereral was the next one seen. 
Like the others, she gave ready testimony in 
favor of a proper low-cut dress. 

‘It is in that as in everything else,” said 
she, brightly; “‘some women wili be ex: 
tremists. If gowns are short a season they 
will have theirs cut to sbow the feet, espe- 
Clally 1f small. If fashion demands long 
dresses theirs will drag. The same is trueof 
décolleté dresses. These same women will 
forget modesty and have them cut below 
Plimsoll’s line. But the question of immod- 
esty should never be raised about a lady’s 
gown. Sne will always place propriety above 
fashion. Of course we cannot in this free 
country have a committee appointed to define 
a limit, as Innocent XI. did, and within six 
days excommunicate all who did not observe 
it. Outside of the Capital people have the 
idea that Washington society women are lax 
in their dress proprieties, but I have not 
found it at ail that way. There seem to be 
fewer extremists than in any other large 
city. 

VOICES FROM THE SENATE CIRCLE. 

Listen to the verdict of Senators’ wives 
who have been prominent in Washington for 
many years. 

Said Mrs. Shelby M. Cullom of Illinois: 
“ There can be no impropriety in an evening 
dress cut properly low, and it has everything 
on the side of healthin its favor. I discov: 
ered by experience that a woman who con- 
stantly muffles her throat is much more sensi 
tive to cold and 1 believe that the neck 
should be bared as much asthe hands, There 
is no Word strong enough to describe a body 
cut too low, as [have seen them at recep- 
wons; but dresses V-shaped, square-necked, 
or rounded from shoulder to shouider are not 
immodest. I recail the beauty of Mrs. 
Grant’s arms and shoulders. While she was 
not a handsome woman, she always. looked 
regal in evening dress, as her throat was 
full, satiny, and white. Her hands of course 
were noted for their beauty. She did right 
in wearing the décolleté dress and the ma- 
jority of women look best in it.’’ 

Mrs. Francis M. Cockreli of Missouri 
agreed with Mrs. Cuilom, but made the point 
of health especially strong. 

‘* Not one hostess in a hundred,” said she, 
“‘can properly heat a drawing-room. Think 
of it, every gas jet is a smail furnace, and 
when a room is compact with buman beings 
the body heat itself 1s sufficient. I have suf- 
fered many atime, even in décolleté dress, 
apd it would be a!most impossible for me to 
wear a high-neck gown at a reception.”’ 

*Do you believe that young giris—aébu- 
tantes—should wear them?”’ 

“There can be no harm. Of course, a 
married woman should have more freedom 
in the matter of dress, but there surely was 
no prettier style than thas worn twenty years 
ago, when from babies up the rounded bodice 
and little puff for sleeve were tne fashion.”’ 

MRS. SENATOR HAWLEY’S ENGLISH VIEW. 

Tne last of the Senators’ wives whom I 1n- 
terviewed was Mrs. Hawley of Connectcut. 
She views the. question from a different 
standpoint, as she is an Englishwoman. and 
pel g the Englishwoman’s views on the sub- 
ect. 

“The propriety of wearing a décotlaté 
dress?’’ said she when the subject was intro- 
duced. ‘ There can be no question of it that 
{ can see. On the score of beauty it is de- 
manded, for an evening reception would be 
inconceivably dull without them. As for 
health, for the majority of women they are 
not injurious, but a woman .wita sensitive 
chest should give them up as she gives up 
the other good things of this world. The 
handsomest woman in the most elegant high 
neck dress looks out of place in a room bril- 
liantly Jighted, fuli of flowers, and glist- 
ening with diamonds and white throats. One 
must distinguish between dresses worn 
during the day and at night. As far as 
the moral aspect is concerned it has never 
occurred to me. Of course no woman of mod- 
esty will wear a dress that fails below the 
aefined line of the bust, ahd the others are 
only things of beauty aud can do noharm. I 
have seen dresses much more décolleté in 
England and France than in this country, al- 
though I will contess to having seen one pair 
of shoulder blaces but it was not in Wash- 
ington. It was a New York girl.” 

MRS. J. C. BURROWS’ BRIGHT TALK. 

Mrs. Burrows, wife of the Michigan mem- 
ber, has been in Washington fifteen years, 
and is probably the most popular of all the 
Representatives’ wives. She was as out- 
spoke: as Mrs. Hawley in favor of the low- 
cut dress. 

‘Of course, I believe in them,” said she, 
‘“T wear them. There are no lines in the 
human body as beautiful as the curve of the 
shoulder and lower neck, and as women dress 
to be beautiful they should of course show 
them. They can do it without the slightest 
indelicacy, as no modest woman would go be- 
low the accepted line which all understand 
but none can define. As for heaith, I have 
discovered that the unconscious excitement 
attending an evening .recepltion raises the 
temperature of the body seemingly to meet 
the occasion. If we are wicked,” she said 
with a little laugti, “Nature seems to help 


us out. I-.couldn’t think of wearimg 
slinpers and low dress in the day: 
time.” Mrs. Burrows went on, “ but 


Lhave never caught cold in them at night. 
Until I was 17 winter and summer my 
dresses were always cut low, and if too cold 
Il wore a wimple or tucker, but when I went 
away to school the principal was a maiden 
lady, who was shocked if a square inch of 
neck or arm showed. I had to make Gari- 
baldi waists to all my dresses, but’ toward 
the last-of the year | hada pink mull made 
with puffs for sleeves. I went into the pub- 
tic examination with bare arms, and I shall 
never forget the principal’s look of horror, 
She sent me out with an injunction to cover 
the arm to the wrist, and | began after that 
to think there must be something wrong in 
the neck or arm itself. So great was my 
scare that I rarely wore them again until | 
came to Washington. That was fifteen years 
ago, and I cannot recall a single member's 
wile who at that time wore décolleté 
dresses. 

‘(Mrs. Secretary Belknap, who was the 
belie at that time, wore them, and I[ think 
the wife of Attorney-General! Williams also 
donned them at receptions, but ~what we now 
cail the modest décolleté was as mach 
tabooed in Washington then as it is now in 
the smalier towns of the United States.’’ 

When asked whether she thought there 
would be any change from the customs of 
the last Administration, Mrs. Burrows said 
there would probably be some change. 

** No one could have dressed more modestly 
than Mrs. Cleveland always did,”’ she added 
in a way that threw the biame for the 
“ snocking scarcity of waists and sleeves’ 
of the last Administration on other * shoul- 
ders.”” 

A STORY OF A LADY OF TH# LAST CABINET. 

She told a story of one of the Cabinet 
ladies of the Cleveland Administration who 
came from a smali town, and at the first 
White House reception wore a high neck 
dress and ‘looked pale with chagrin<as she 
contrasted ber own prim dress with tbe 
gleaming shoulders of her neighbors. 
Hastily made convert! At the next recep- 
tiop her gown was so low that she was red 
with shame as she saw that she had yone 
further than the most ultra fasnionable lady 
present. 

Mrs. Burrows concluded her bright taik 
by saying that the tone of morality was such 
that every good woman should do ali in her 
power to raise it, and should never, in any 
Way, suggest immocesty in her dress. 

1 have given bere the opinions of women 
from every part of the country. They all be- 
lieve in the propriety of the décolleté dress, 
although they severally reprehend the in- 
decent gowns which are often worn at White 
House receptions, usually by the Jadies of 
ube diplomatic corps, and. as one clever 


woman put it, by “fool American women.”

Baroness de Fava, Wife of the Italian 
Minister— Mrs. Riyo Mutsu, from the 
Land of the Mikado—Mrs. Tsul Kwo 
Yin, Who Comes from China — The 
Coreans and Their Home— They Are 
Intelligent and Refined, and Have 
Learned the Ways of American Society. 


Wasnington Correspondence Philadetphia 
Inquirer; The recall of Minister Preston on 
account of the recent Haytian revolution will 
place Baron de Fava at the head'of Le Corps 
Diplomatic as its doyen. This representative 
of the ancient Neapolitan nobility presented 
his credentials as the representative of Italy 
in 1881, just one month after Chester A. 
Arthur succeeded Garfield. The Baroness 
de Fava is descended from a Lombard family 
of eminence in war, dipiomacy, polities, and 
science. Her native city is Milan. Her 
father, a physician, was zealously interested 
in the political movements which led to the 
overthrow of the temporal power of the Su- 
preme Pontiff, the unification of Italy, and 
the elevation of Victor Emmanvel to the 
throne of the Italian Kingdom. 

The Baroness was also gifted with a voice 
of phenomenal purity and compass, and ia 
her school days devel- 

oped such marked gen- 
ius that she continued 
.her musical training 
apd for some time was 
seriously consicering 
tne advice of her in. 
structors to make her 
career on the operatic 
stage. Family infiu- 
ence and considera- 
tions, however, dis- 
suaded her from this 
course. Subsequentiy 
she married the Baron 

BARONESS DE FAVA. de FavaatTrieste. Her 
son, Prof. Francis Fava, who resides in Wash- 
ington, is an engineer and architect of repute 
in Europe and the United States.

A convenient receptacle for gentiemen’s 
ties 1s a canvas, plush, or chamois skin case. 
These are half a yard iong and three-eighths 
of a yard wide, lined with silk and one thick- 
ness of cotton batting containing sachet pow- 
der. On the inside, four inches from each 
end, sew a ribbon an inch wide once at each 
end and once ir the middie. Bv this the ties 
are heid in place, and the whole thing is 
folded once, the short way of the case.

The devices for holding handkerchiefs are 
as varied and daintv us the handkerchiels 
themselves.

A NOVELTY IN CUSHIONS AND PILLOWS. 

A new idea for a cushion or sofa pillow is 
to cut the top and bottom of plush just large 
enough to coverit. Around the sides puta 
puff of soft silk. After turning in the edges 
of the plush sew little eovered rings at inter- 
vals of about three inches around both edges. 
After these are put on the pillow a silk cord 
is run through the rings ang across the puff. 
The effect is exceedingly ‘pretty. Another 
design for the same style of pillow is to 
make the front and back of chamois skin. 
Haye a round design stamped on it 
and cut out ail the material not 
n the design. Cover the pillow with silk 
and put a puff around the edge. Lay the 
chamois skin design on the pillow and but- 
tonhole stitch ail the edges to the silk cover. 
Lace with a silk cord: the same as before. 
The rings are about as large around as a pen- 
ny, and cun be easily covered with knitting 
silk anda crochet needle, or bought ready 
for use. 

There was a time when the use of per- 
fumes was considered vulgar. But that was 
long, long ago, and now a room is incomplete 
without a delicate suggestion of violets, 
roses, or some favorite. The custom is @ 
pleasant one. and makes a greatdemand for 
dainty contrivances to mdke the air sweet 
and fragrant.

Wheén the last section is partly 
in take out the bastings of the other four 
and draw out the papers, leav:ng the last 
paper until the section is sewed within half 
aninch of the top. Fil! with cotton and 
sachet powder and sew to the green ribbon.

THE OLD YEAR TO GO, 


It May Interest You to Know Something of 
the History of Almanacs and the EKar- 
liest Timekeepers—The Changes That 
Have Been Made—The Roman Calendar 
—The First Calendar Printed in Europe 
and the First Fanny Almanac Ever 
Printed—Unique Designs for 1890. 


Within the last four or five years calendars 
have become so important a part of the hol- 
iday trade that their number is now legion. 
Publishers vie with each other for variety 
and originality in,their designs until it seems 
as though no othér novelty could possibly be 
invented. And yet the seasons rol! around, 
and each year brings forth some cal- 
endar a little different. from the host 
of its predecessors. Times have changed 
since the old days when a countryman 
walked thirty miles to see the first al- 
manac of which he hadever heard. So nov- 
elasizbt was it then that his neighbors 
gathered around him on his return to ask 
what this marvel was like. ‘ Weil,” said 
the investigator: “I know not; it mafiies 
and talks. But ail I could make out is, that 
College Monday falls on' a Tuesday next 
year.”’ 

ANCIENT CALENDARS AND ALMANACS. 

The word ealendar, from the Greek verb 
for I callor proclaim, is significant of an old 
Romat custom whicl? came down from an 
early period. This consisted of a prociaim- 
ing of the firstday of every month, and a 
notice of its occurrence was placed in the 
puble quarters of the city that the people 
might know when to celebrate their re- 
ligious festivals. That later than this the 
Romans used something which corresponds 
to our calendar is proved by the fact that one 
bas been found at Pompeii. It is cut in per- 
pendicular columns, headed by the signs of 
the zodiac, upon a square block of marble, 
and it gives not only astronomical but 
agricultural and religious information. 
Our ancient Saxon ancestors must 
have adopted this idea bodily, 
for Verstegan, the lexicographer, says that 
“they used to engrave upon certaine squared 
sticks, about a foot in length or shorter or 
longer as they pleased, the courses of the 
moones of the whole yeere, whereby they 
could alwaies certainly tell when new 
mooues, full moones, and changes shou!d 
happen, as also their festivail dais, and such 
acarved stick they called an al-mon-aght.”’ 
One of these, many centuries old, is still to 
be seen in St. John’s Coliege at Cambridge. 

Similar to this is the “Clog Almanac,” 
which was in common use about 1686 in the 
northern counties of Engiand and in Den- 
mark. It was a square stick of boxwood, 
about eight inches long, and could be hung 
in the fapily room or carried as partof a 
eane. Notches were cut in the corners for 


every day in the year, those —s the 
Susdays being largerthan the others. There 
were curious hieroglyphics proceeding from 


4+ some of the notches, each represeuting some 


festivai—a heart for each feast of the 
Virgin, a harp for St. David, a_ true 
lover#s knot for St. Valentine, a rake 
to denote hay harvest for St. Barnaby, and a 
gridiron for St. Lawrence. Written aima- 
nanacs have been traced as far back as whe 
second century of our era, for the Greeks of 
Alexandria made them soon after the time 
of Ptolemy (100-150 A. D.). There are few 
records of almanacs from. that date to the 
twelfth century, When one or two are men- 
tioned. In the fourteenth some half-dozer 
were published and by that time they had 
become closely connected not only with as- 
tronomy, t astrology. One, whicn bears 
of 1586, contains, besides 

calendar, much valuable 

uch as a chronicle of events 


cine and of blood-letting,,and an exposition 
of signs which told the superstitious exactly 
what to do and what not to do inevery month 
of the year, that they might be favored by 
fortune. This almanac shoWs that the Arabic 
notation had been just introduced and not 
yet assimilated, for in one place 52,220 is 
written 52 MCC, 20. 
THE FIRST ONE PRINTED IN EUROPE. 

The Aalendarium Novum was the first 
almanac printed in Kurope, and was de- 
signed for the three years 1475, 1494, and 1513. 
It was sold for ten golden crowns, and the 
whole edition was disposed of immediately. 

The tirst known to have been printed in 
England was the Sheapheard’s Kalendar 
jin 1497, There they became common 
during the sixteenth century and 

ere filled with all kinds of 
warnings. There were predictions in re- 
gard to the weather; times were chosen 
‘*both for Phisike and Surgerye, and for the 
husbandman: And also for Hawckyng, 
Huntyng, Fishyng, and Foulynge, according 
to the Science of Astronomy.” Some of 
them, too, would contain lists of the “In- 
fortunate Times to Bie and Sell, take 
Medecine, Sowe, Plant, and Journey.”’ The 
influences Sof the stars were recorded, and 
the terrible effects of the conjunction or op- 
position of certain planets. This’ sort of 
thing was stopped in France in 1579 by a de- 
cree of Henry IIL. forbidding’ makers of a!- 
manacs to prophesy, but in England astrol- 
ogy continued to flourish for many years. 

Satirists attacked it finally, and Dean 
Swift published a satirical almanac in which 
he predicted the deuth of Partridge, a promi- 
nent almanac-maker, on a certain day. Part- 
ridge bit at the bait, and after the day had 
passed publicly denied that he had died, 
which so delighted Swift that he published in 
The Tatleran LHilegy on the Supposed Death of 
Partridge, toilowed by an Zpitaph, of which 
this is the end: 

This earth, which bears his body’s print, 
You'll find has so much virtue in’t, 
That I durst pawn my ears ’twilktell 
Whate’er concerns you full as well 

In physic, stolen goods, or love, 

As he himself could when above. 

After this thrust the astrologers lost much 
of their popularity, but they have not been 
completely eradicated until this century. 
Some of the old almanac customs have come 
down to us—but, fortunately, not that one. 
Many physicians, for instance, published 
alinanacs in the last century, in which they 
advertised themselves and their medicines. 
Uf these one of the present day which 
bears the sign manual of Atmospheric Pills 
or Lake’s Distract is a forcible reminder. 

THE CALENDAR OF TODAY. 

But the holiday calendars in this year of 
our Lord, 1889. jhat a wealth of them one 
can find! and what variety! An attempt to 
choose among them becomes _ bewiilder- 
ing. Most of them are variations on 
the old theme, one must admit, but 
many alas! are discordant, while others are 
exceedingly tuneful. There are quantities 
of the old familiar Shakspeare, Ten- 
pyson, and Dickens calendars, but alas for 
the downfall of the Browning clubs! that 
poet is unhonored this year. 

One house publishes a Thackeray calendar, 
on which are depicted an Amelia Sedley, 
whose legs are wwice as long as nature made 
them, an airy, tairy Beatrix, and a Col. New- 
come, who looks as if he had just roared, 
*“ Off with his head !’’ 

In soinewhat the same manner Locksley 
Hall is illpstrated by two ione manikins 
reclining in the middle of a great green 
waste, and Elaine sails down the stream 
against a background of impossible blue 
mountains aud castles to match. One can 
Say one taing of these, however, with cer- 
tainty—that the quotations must be better 
than the pictures. Another in this style, but 
Without quotations, isa ‘‘Today Calenaar.’’ 
It is intended for the office, and is orpa- 
mented with asimple design in black and 
red. Other unpretentious ones, intended for 
memoranda, are found in several shapes and 
sizes, some With a card for each day, and 
others divided into weeks or months. 

SOME OF THE PRETTY ONES FOR 90. 

Brentano has published some pretty pam- 
phiet calendars, containing spaces for engage- 
ments, They are bound in white parchment 
paper, and contain pretty designs by Kurt 
Guhrauer. One of them has dainty draw- 
ings, priated in rea, of *“*the ladies of St. 
James’,” a charming little glimpse nto the 
court of Queen Anne. A companion to this, 
in green, introduces us to the men of the 
same time, and shows us huntsmen and 
courtiers. 

Houghton, Mifflin & Co. publish something 
& little new in “The Rainbow Calendar,” a 
little volume bound in gray and white. It is 
compiled by Kate’ Sanborn, and contains 
several long quotations for every day in the 
year—a kina of conglomeration for which one 
Can see no possible use. 

One can find any number of religious. cal- 
endars. Marcus Ward brings out a plain 
one with texts for each’ day; a good one 
comes from Philadelphia with a card for 
each month, on each one of which is a short 
text and a pretty design of conventionalized 
flowers. White & Ailen publish a Life of 
Christ calendar, whose color effects are as- 
tonishing. The Virgin and the angeis look 
like French dolls, and each figure of Christ 
is more incongruous than the last. A mise-

to be hung by a red satin ribbon, is sold for 
the bevetit of the Women’s Hefuge. Itis 
Piain and good, the only discordant note 
about it being the fact that among the daily 
quotations appear several from Edgar Sal- 
tus. ; 

Of this speciegof chronicle the most elab- 
orate is called ** The Christian Year Kalen- 
dar,” and is published by William Egerton & 
Co. It 1s intended for the use of high church 
mplecopalians, and contains al! information 
which could possibly be of use tothem. It 
bas definitions of church phrases and de- 
scriptions of sacraments and priestly 1obes, 
with detailed instructaons, accompanied by 
diagrams, in regard to the making and wear- 
ing of these vestments. Witn this calendar 
for a guide a priest should have no difficulty 
in confining his steps to the straight but 
narrow path. Exact directions are given 
him for behavior on all occasions. He is told 
how he should talk and dress, what postures 
he should assume, and even what words he 
should be careful to pronounce correctly.. He 
is instructed not to say uimbie for humble, 
thum for them, hor kam for calm, the wis- 
dom of which counsel one cannot dispute, Of 
course sermons are touched upon also, and 
some of the reflecuons are remarkably soand, 
for the oracle says, among other things, that 
‘‘sermons are by no means absolutely reli- 
abie for truth and efficiency.” 

Prang issues any number of card calen- 
dars, the designs being chiefly of children 
and flowers, many of them executed in good 
taste. Others which are pretty bear the im- 
print of Raphael Tuck & Sons. E. P. Dutton 
has two or three which are. negatively good, 
and Fred. A. Stokes publishes a Landscape 
Calendar and some others, 10 which he hardly 
displays his usual good taste. Kate Green- 
away brings out her Customary charming 
litule volume, which is always about the pret- 
tiest thing in the market. ‘‘ Ye Oide Kalen- 
dar’? bears Prang’s mark and has some 
individuality. It is printed with old fash- 
ioned ‘letters, and the designs for each month, 
incorporating tne signs of the zodiac, are 
brilliantly colored. The only bad one is the 
first of the statue of Liberty, but the others 
are clever and original. 

The very prettiest calendars this year are 
lithographed from designs by Mrs. Pauline 
Sunter. She has some half dozen, published 
by several friends, among them Nims & 
Knight, Tuck, and Stokes. A calendar from 
Jap Town and one from Tokio are similar 
and are the prettiest of them. They have a 
card for each month, likeall of Mrs. Sunter’s, 
and each one is covered with charming little 
Japanese figures, someof them delightfully 
absurd. She has drawn, also, for one or two 
calendars designs of children, and for a Cal- 
enaar of the Birds she has made exquisitely 
dainty bird romances. Her work is much 
the best to be found. 


A WOMAN'S BATTLE WITH BRUIN. 


A Wife of a Woodsman Bravely Fights an 
Ugly Brute. 

Turnwoop, N. Y., Dec. 1—The wife of 
Marcus Sisson, a woodsman living near Milli- 
brook Mountain, on the’ Beaverkill, had a 
desperate encounter with a big male bear 
last Tuesday.

Johnny hastily scrambled up the ladder out 
of harm’s way, and immeuiately there begun 
a desperate battle between his mother and 
the bear. The ferocious brute, which Mrs. 
Sisson saw was bleeding from its right 
shoulder, where it had doubtiess been shot 
by some hunter, rose up on its hind legs and 
clawed at her viciously. Fora few moments 
the heroic woman wielded her ax with good 
effect, inflicting a dozen wounds on the 
brute, but unfortunately none of them were 
fatal or disabling.

HISTORY OF ROMAN PUNCH. 


First for the Pope—The Original 
Vatican Kecipe. 

American Analyst: The history of Ponche 
&la Romaine is curious. It has been the 
summer refreshment of successive Popes for 
over eighty years, and their chefs were 
threatened with all kinds of horrors and pun- 
ishments if they ever divulged the secret of 
its preparation. When Napoleon invaded 
Italy in 1797 this terrible interdict was broken 
through. A son of Pius VI.’s chief confec- 
tioner, by name of Molas, as soon as he found 
the French were conquerors ram away from 
his father and united his fortunes with them. 

The young man became the favorite serv- 
ant of the Empress Josephine, and after her 
death became cook to the Russian Prince 
Lieven, whom he accompanied to London 
when that Prince was appointed Ambassa- 
dor to the court of St. James. This Russian 
first made this Papal beverage in London by 
introducing it at the Prince’s table. The 
Prince Regent asked for the recipe, and per- 
mitted copies to be given to aselect few of 
his friends, and by degrees it became better 
known and is now well known all over the 
world. 

The original Vatican recipe is: ‘* Prepare 
arich pineapplé or sherbet; have it a littie 
tart with lemon juice, taking tne greatest 
care that none of the zest or oil from tke yel- 
low rind, or the bitterness from the white 
underlying pith be allowed to enter into the 
composition of this sherbet. In order to be 
certain of this it is better, first, to grate off 
the yellow rind from the lemons, then 
to carefuliy remove all the white pith, 
and, ‘to make assurance doubly sure,’ 
wash the skinned fruit in clear water; 
after which press. out the juice free 
from the rind of the fruit; strain the juiceso 
as to remove all the seeds or pips from it; 
then add to the pineapple mixture. It must 
be then well frozen. This sherbet, being 
rich, will not freeze hard, but will be a semi- 
ice. Just before the punch is.to be served 
ada and work into it for every quart of the 
ice one gill of Jamaica rum, and for every 
two quarts one pintof the best champagne. 
Never use the wine from damaged bottles or 
leaky corks, as it will be sure to deprave and 
perhaps entirely spoil your punch. After 
vou have well incorporatea these liquors add 
cream or meringue mixture.”’

“NOTES ON CURRENT ART. 


Americdns of this epoch may with some; 
reason Congratulate themselves upon the prog- 
ress which has been made of Iate in this country 
in. the love and comprehension of beauty. 
“ Peace hath her conquests no less renowned 
than war,” and none of them is nobler than the 
conquest of ugliness, none of them contributes 
more surely to the cause of truth and the devel- 
Tv of the highest instincts of the human 
soul. | 

The sense of beauty cannot be utterly extin- 
guished in great masses of the human race, but 
itmay be oppressed and starved during long 
periogs of conventional hideousness, when one 
generation after another perversely develops the 
ugliness of the past until all the weapons of life 
are turned against beauty. It ig not many years 
since the homes of our citizens with all thatthey 


contained’ were unsuggestive of anything 
but cheap sordidness of taste, even 
though fortunes were spent in the 
vain endeavor to secure the beautiful. 


For years it was practicaily unattainable in 
this country, absolutely unattainable in the 
West, because no trained artistic thought was 
given to the construction of houses and the dec- 
oration of interiors, to all the myriad details 
whicn make a harmony or a discord of life's uc- 
com paniments.. Ornament abounded—siap-dash 
ornament reproduced by machinery from mean- 
ingless models—and the more there was of it the 
uglier was the result. But the most costly and 
elaborate attempts failed to bring beauty into 
the homes of the peuple. 

At last we are changing all that. People are 
beginning to perceive that the domain of art 
is no ethereal kingdom which they must enter 
with bated breath, leaving all their ordinary af- 
fairs and thoughts behindthem. Art, tobe vital, 
must enter into the daily life of the people, Ali 
commoa things must be beautified by it, and no 
utensil, no bit of household furniture, is too in- 
significant for its*adornitg touch. The collector 
who buys fine pictures and pays no heed to the 
hue of the moldings of his window frames has only 
half developed his artistic sense. The householder 

who places beautiful wrought-iron andirons in 
the fireplace of his dining-room and permits the 
barbarous manufacturer to commit all imagina- 
bie atrocities in the ‘‘decoration '’ of his aitchen 
stove has scarcely begun to develop his artistic 
conscience. In the union of a universal artistic 
sense with a universal artistic conscience ilies 
that far-away millennium which will reje¢et/all 
ugliness with disdain as the outward manifesia- 
tion of evil. 

At present it is amusing to note how irregular 
and erratic is the development of both, how 
some of the arts are encouraged at the-€xpense 
of others, how ignorance in one direction pro- 
vokes no comment, while similar ignoranee in 
another evokes the scorn and disgust of the 
knowing. The fashion of the day, for example, 
compels all cultivated persons to know, at least 
approximately, a good painting from a daub, but 


it tolerates profound illiteracy in the prin- 
ciples of the art of sculpture. It in- 
sists that the decoration of a room shall 


be harmoniously toned, but it permits the 
erection of houses which are wholly out of key 
with those to the right and the left, both in color 
and design. It recognizes the elegaace of simple 
lines and the beauty of lightness and grace in 
such small objects as chairs and tabies, Dut it 
accepts reside nces which are plastered all over 
with unsightly excrescences, or whose rocky 
fronts, massive enough to uphold mountains, are 
covered with sprawling and meaningiess Carvings 
of forms which never existed save in the tortured 
fancy of some anderbred stonecutter. 

At present we are in a period of transition. 
The idea of beauty, introduced into the vational 
and local consciousness after the long period of 
complacent blindness which preceded and fol- 
lowed the war, is influencing profoundly the 
work and the aspirations of the people. The 
conditions may be chaotic at present, butin the 
chaos are the germs of life. Some of the résuits 
of the new desire for beauty, especially some 
of the architectural results, may make us 
long for’ the old unpretentious ugliness; 
but it must always be remembered 
that even these formless excrescences, this wil- 
derness of meaningless ornament, this mass of 
false pretense, are ail the vague and ignorant 
expression of a longing for the beautiful which 
by its very errors is being trained into surer 
knowiedge. And out of that ionging, as the first 
fruits of that knowledge, work is being aone 
among us which is thoroughly fine and noble, 
work which may yet prove the foundation of a 
new school of architecture and of-a new develop- 
ment of art. , 

ae” 

Such at least is the conclusion of Henry 
Van Brunt, the distinguished Boston architect 
and critic, who, in his article on “Architecture 
in the West”’ in the December Al/antic, takes a 
most enthusiastic view of Chicago's work in 
“this noblest of the arts."’ After discussing the 
perishable ‘‘verpacular’’ type of building, with 
its mock splendor of galvanized iron and:other 
shams, its excrescences and its vulgarities—a 
type which is not architecture but “ merely pre- 
liminary to architecture "—he places Chicago at 
the head of the movement toward truth, style, 
beauty, and an essential modernity of spirit in 
architecture, He says: 

“The dangerous liberty which tne entire ab- 
sence of schools, traditions, precedents, and cun- 
sequently of discipline in art has couferred 
upon the architects of the New World. and more 
espedially of the West, and which has given rise 
to all the crudeness and vulgarity of our vernacu- 
lar building, has proved, in the hands of afew 
well trained young men in Chicago a professional 
privilege of the most conspicuous importance—a 
privilege, indeed. which has not been enjoyed to 
the sume extent in any other city in the world. 
The resistless enterprise and public spirit or 
the Western metropolis, its great accumulations 
of capital, the phenomenal growth of its com- 
mercial and social institutions, and the intelli 
gent ambition of its people to achieve a distinc- 
tive position in all the arts of civilization have 
given abundant opportunity for monumental ex- 
pressions in urchitecture.. The manner in which 
these opportuuities have been used during the 
last eight or ten years gives encouragement to 
the hope 80 long cherished that we may at last 
have an American architecture, the unforced and 
natural growth of our independent position in 
art,” 

He shows that these men did not deliberately 
set to work toinvent a new architecture—they 
were too well schooled for such egotism—Put 
that the new development is a natural evolution 
from modern conditions, simply ‘* the frank con- 
version of practical building into architectural 
building without affectations or mannerisms,” 
and based on ‘‘a sleepless inventiveness in 
structure,” a readiness to makeintelligent use of 
all new inventions and materials and to make 
them subservient to beauty. This spirit is re- 
newing the vitality of architecture, changing 
i@ from a studio art to a living art 
by bringing it im sympathy with the 
people, whereas mere academic accuracy would 
huve alienated it from the people and deadened 
it. (Some errors of crudeness and caprice he 
finds. “but onthe whole the errors seem rather 
errors of force than of weakness; they are such 
as‘we are accustomed to see in the earlier ex- 
pressions of every healthy and vigorous style 
which proved to possess the elements of life and 
capacity for a long career.”’ 

Td exemplify his points Mr. Van Brunt refers 
to the work of seyen architectural firms in Chi- 
cago and of one architect in Minneapolis, and he 
singles out for special praise the Rookery office 
pbuilding, the Phcenix, the Insurance Exchange, 
she Art Institute, and the Kansas City Board of 


Trade, by Burnham & Root: the Auaito- 
rium, by Adler & Sullivan; tne Union 
Club. the Chicago Opera-House, the 


Owings Building, and various dwellings by 
Cobb & Frost; certain excéllent ecciesiastical 
and doinestic work by Burling & Whitehouse, 
and other things by other men. The critic, in 
fact, is enthusiastically hopefui. Remenibering 
that out of the West came the greet political 
leader who carried the country through the 
mortal pwrils of the civil war, he is “tempted to 
believe that we may look to the same virgin and 
prolific source for the spirit which may give us in 
due time a national art;"’ and he tbinks that 
‘the fulfillnzent is not far removed.” It remains 


for us to realize his prophecy. 
é

HE MADE THE EARS FLY. 


gohn H. Macy Husks 100 Bushels In Less 
than Seven Hoars. 

New York Sun; There was a rustling in 

the corn stacks in John Duryea’s corn fleid 
in Uniondale, near Hempstead, yesterday. 
Mr. Duryea says if his man, John H. Macy, 
can’t do anything else he can husk .cora. 
Some time ago he backed him for $100 to 
husk 100 bushels of corn in seven hours, the 
man to take the corn as it stood 
stacked in the field. He was to pull down 
the stacks himself, and tie and set up tne 
empty sheaves. The bet was takea up by & 
number of persons who considered the ta sk 
an impossibility. Macy’s own contidénce in 
his ability was only limited by the extent of 
bis pile,asanumberof the farm hands ia 
that vicinity can now testify to their sor 
row. The match was to have taken place 
some time ago, but was postponed on account 
ol the weatner. 
The sun rose bright and warm vesterday 
morning. A big crowd soon gathered about 
Mr. Duryea’s barn in Uniondaie. (They spent 
thelr spare time admir.ng Mr. Duryea’s 
famous —_ that have taken the first 
premium ev@ry year at the Queens County 
Fair and looking at the stacks of corhin an 
adjoining three-acre tieid. Nine o’clock was 
the hour set for the husking to begin. Edgar 
Duryea was timer and Uncle David 
Fowler was judge. Uncle David is more 
than 50 years old. He has husked many a 
bushel of corn in bis life, and witnessed 
many &@ husking match, but he now says he 
never saw so good aman as Macy. Macy is 
tail, big boned, and about °% years oid, wita 
a big blonde mustache.\ He looked like pusi- 
ness in asiouch hat and flannel shirt and 
with his overalls tucked in his boots. He 
Was equipped with an iron husking peg of 
his own invention. It was sharp.on both 
sides and had a slight bend in the biade near 
the handle. 

The corn stood just as it was stacked up 
aftercutting. There were fifty-six bills in 
each stack and between two and one-quarter 
and two and one-haif bushels of ears to the 
Stack. At the word Mary attacked the stack 
that stood nearest him in the three-acre iot. 
With one stroke of his busker heripped 
the bands that bound the stack. Then 
he pulled the corn down, and getting on 


his knees began to make: the ears 
fly. He made only three movements in 
husking an ear. He caught the ear with 
his left hana near the middie. With his 


righthand he drove the nusker in through 
the middle of the husk, rivping it joose trom 
the ear. A twist of his hands, and the naked 
ear Went spinning in the air. As soon as he 
gotan armtuiof stalks he bound and stood 
them up in a jiffy. He leftawhite and yellow 
wake of corn behind him. At first Mr. Dur- 
yea put only one manto pick up after the 
husker. Macy soon lett him so far behind thas 
Mr. Duryea put another man to help him. It 
made their backs ache to keep up with Macy. 
Uncle David said he thought Macy could husk 
corn almos. as fast as a nail machine could 
turn out nails. Macy husked the first eight 
stacks in 58 minutes. They coutained 19} 
bushels. In 3 hours 1 minute and 40 seconds 
he husked 24 stacks. making 55'4 bushels. At 
the end of 6 hours 29 minuies and #4 seconds 
he had busked 46 stacks, making 102 bushels, 
This gave him the match, with a two-bdushel 
margin, and 30 minutes 6 seconds to spare. 

This, it is thought. beats the record of the 
worid in husking corn. It is said he could 
bave finished the 100 bushels ten minutes 
sooner if he had tried. When he got through 
every stack was done up neat and strong, 
and not an ear of corn remained on any 
stalk be had gone over.

MARKETS. 


The leading produce markets were less active 
Saturday, though there was a moderate volume 
of business in wheat and grain averaged strong- 
er. The trading was mostly local, and there was 
not much outside of weather considerations to 
influence the course of trading. The quotations 
from English grain markets which come here 
the last dav uf the week are well known to be 
little if any petter than nominal, and a. a 
Slight importance is attached to them. Un 
founded rumors avout tne result of the Cronin 
case occupied most of the attention of the gos- 
sips of the board during the session. 

According to the usual rule for ascertaining 
the volume of wheat deliveries by Engl farm: 
ers the total for last week was 2,190,000 bu, or 
fully haif the average gy requirements of 
the United Kingdom. This, @hich is the largest 
total thus farin the current crop year, may beip 
to explain the apathy of British wheat’ buyers. 
The home offerings are sufficiently plentiful just 
now to render buyers comparatively careless 
about bidding up for supplies from this country. 

A single car load of oats arrived here Satur- 
day containing 1,750§bu, or 56,000 lbs, The gross 
weight of the car was 37,000 lbs, 

Some of the local bears had counted on a fur- 
ther break in wheat Saturday, but were disap- 
pointed. The market had already sagged a good 
way, and not a few thought it was a good time to 
bay for a reaction. 

Minneapolis reported the receipt of export or- 
ders for wheat, and the acceptance of cuble 
offers of flour at an advance of 3d per 480 lbs. 

Eastern brewers have recently purchased sey- 
eral large lots of maitin this city. This unusual 
movement would ind'‘cate that they consider that 
the barley market here is at about its lowest 
point for the ssason. 

The Northern Pacific Elevator company is re- 
ported to have sold Friday another lot of 24,000 
bu. wheat for export to Glasgow via Boston, and 
to have the prospect of a foreign demand for 
some 300 carloads per day if ocean freight room 
could be procured. It is said that the stocks in 
the elevators of that system are now Deing 
drawn on liberally by the millers at Mandan, 
Jamestown, and other interior points, and that 
itis probabie those stocks will show a decrease 
from this time on, the drafts for consumption be- 
ing greaterthan the receipts from farmers. The 
latter are already small, and probably will soon 
sink to zero. 

Iris believed that several representatives of 
the grain elevatorsin this city met incouncil 
Saturday afternoon. Their object was to raise 
the rates of grain storage for the winter to the 
full terms of “4c per bufor every ten days, or, 
whichis the same thing, to agree to abolish re- 
bates. Ifsuchan agreement.can be arrived at 
the natural resuit will be a widening of the May 
premium over January to not far from 6c per bu, 
the difference now being only 4\ec. 

A few weeks ago No. 1 Northern wheat on 
track at Minneapolis was selling 5c avove the 
price of regularin this city. Now the two are 
practically the same price. 

One of the callow youths on ’Change got a 
sound slap yesterday from a Western visitor 
whose broad brimmed hat and otherwise plain 
costume attracted more attention from the youth 
than was agreeable to tne stranger. 

A privilege of membership in the Chicago 
Board of Trade is reported to have been solid 
Friday for #900. 

New York cleared 24.692 bu wheat and Ne 
Orleans 38,000 bu corn last Friday. Y esterday 
36,000 bu wheat, 56,000 bu corn, and 60,000 bu oats 
were taken in New York for export. 

The shipment of provisions from this city last 
week included 31,500 tes lard, 260,000 pcs hams, 
153,000 pes shoulders, and 148,000 pes middles. 

Dunn has a revort that Russians who have 
solid wheat to arrive in Liverpool are covering 
their contracts by purcbasing in that market 
rather than send forward the grain, 

Since the close of last June the shipments of 
wheat and flour from both coasts of the United 
States have been 47,323,000 bu, against 48,571,000 
bu for the same time last year. The shipments 
of last week were 2,470.000 Du. 

It is reported that 300,000 bu wheat was worked 
during Friday and Saturday at Baitimore for ex- 
port. 


MARKETS ON ’'CHANGE.
